BILLS BY EXISTING RAILWAY COMPANIES. 


The Bills deposited by existing Railway Companies for the present Session 
considerably exceed in number those deposited for the last Session. 


The provisions of these Bills relate, as in former years, almost exclusively to 
improvements in existing railways, such as the widening of lines, the enlarge- 
ment of stations and sidings, and the acquisition of the necessary land for 
such purposes. In many cases they provide for the construction of short 
branch and extension lines, for extension of time for the compulsory pur- 
chase of land, and for completion of certain authorised works and Railways ; 
or for new arrangements with respect to capital. 


It may be observed, however, that the most important of the measures 
submitted for the consideration of Parliament by some of these Bills, are 
those which relate to the amalgamation of certain Railway Companies. The 
principal of these are the Bills for the amal \gamation of the Bristol and Exeter 
and Great Western Railway Companies, of the North Staffordshire and the 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway Companies, and the vesting 
by lease of the Somerset and Dorset Railway jointly in the undertakings 
of the Midland and the London and South Western Railway Companies. 
A list of the whole of the amalgamations will be found at page 46. 


The relative importance of the works for which provision is made in the Bills 
of the respective companies may to some extent be estimated by the amount of 
new capital sought to be authorised, as will be seen from the following

METROPOLITAN RAILWAY SCHEMES. 
Report of the House of Lords Committee, 1863. 


Britis for proposed Railways within the Metropolis having been deposited 
for the sanction of Parliament, it. appears desirable, as in former Sessions, 
to bring under consideration the Report of the Select Committee of the 
House of Lords on Metropolitan Railway Communication of ‘the Session 
of 1863. In their Third Report, the’ Committee expressed their opinion that, 
in determining the regulations which it may be expedientito ‘apply to. Railways 
within the Metropolis, it is desirable that the limits of the Metropolis. prescribed 
by the Royal Commission of 1846 should be extended in the manner described 
in the first paragraph of that Report. ape | 


The Committee, after explaining their views on the several points of the sub- 
ject-matter referred to them, expressed (in paragraph 15) their opinion that, if 
the general views which they had explained should be deemed satisfactory by 
the House, some means should be taken to render future legislation conformable 
with the principles there laid down, and with this view they suggested that, in 
the next Session, and also in any succeeding Session, if necessary, a Select 
Committee should be appointed before the Second Reading of the Bills, for con- 
sidering the different schemes for the construction of lines of Railway within 
the Metropolitan Railway District, which may then be before the House, and 
to report their opinion upon such schemes, wita reference to the recommen- 
dations of this Committee; such Report to be made to the House before the 
Second Reading of the Bills. 


The Committee added, that it would be desirable that the Board of Trade 


‘ should make, soon after the commencement of each Session of Parliament, a

General Report relating to all proposed Railways, or works>connected with 
Railways, which affect the Metropolitan Railway District, and that the Report so 
made should be referred to the proposed Committees. 


And further, that arrangements should be made between the two Houses of 
Parliament, that all Bills proposing to sanction the construction of Railways 
within the Metropolitan Railway District should originate in’ one House, and 
should be grouped together, and referred to the same Select Committee. 


Views of the Committee. 
The leading views of the Committee of 1863 may be stated generally, as follows: 


1. That, with the view of giving further effect to the provision in favour of 
the labouring classes, contained in the 191st Standing Order, it is desirable that 
in every Bill for making any work, in the construction of which compulsory 
power is given to take 30 or more houses inhabited by the labouring classes in 
any one parish or place, a clause be inserted providing that the companies 
shall, not less than four weeks before taking any such houses, make known their 
intention to take the same, either by personal notice to heads of families 
inhabiting the same, or by placards, handbills, or other general notice, placed 
in public view upon or within a reasonable distance from such houses. 


2. That squares and open spaces in the Metropolis should not be’ unneces- 
sarily taken for the purposes of a railway. 


3. That in the construction of any new lines, subways, covered ways, or 
tunnels are preferable, where circumstances admit of them. 


4. That it would be objectionable to allow the construction of a great central 
station in the Metropolis. , 


5. That the Great Eastern Railway should be allowed to establish a more 
central station than it has at present, and be placed in communication with 
the lines running to the Western part of the Metropolis. 


6. That it is not desirable to bring the main stations of any of the principal 
long lines of Railway, except the Great Eastern, farther into London than is at 
present 
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present authorised ; but that one or more Railways should be made for carrying 
passengers from different parts of London to the main stations of the long 
lines; such new lines not to be in the hands of any one of the present great 
Companies, but placed under such management as to ensure equal advantages 
to all. 


7- That heavy traffic in goods, and especially in minerals, could, as a general 
rule, be most conveniently carried from the Railways lying North of the Thames 
to the Railways lying South of the Thames, by Lines not passing through the 
central portions of the Metropolis. 


8. That there should be a Line of Railway on the Eastern side of the Me- 
tropolis, connecting the Railways North and South of the Thames. 


9. That it was desirable that additional facilities should be afforded, and less 
onerous arrangements in reference to tolls made for the passage by the Railways 
on the Western side of the Metropolis, of mineral and goods traffic from some 
of the Northern Railways, to the Railways and district of country South of the 
Thames. 


10. That additional Railway communication was needed in the densely popu- 
lated part of the Metropolis, and it was desirable that Railway communication, 
where it did not already exist, should be established between the various main 
lines of Railway. 


11. The Committee further suggested (in paragraph 12) that the completion 
- of an imner circuit of Railway was desirable, abutting on the principal Railway 
Termini, with a view to the distribution of passenger traffic arriving by the 
main lines, and they offered suggestions for an economical construction of the 
lines forming this circuit, in consort with the Metropolitan authorities. They 
also suggested an outer circle within the Metropolitan District, communicating 
with the principal lines North of the Thames, to be at certain points in commu- 
nication with the inner circle. 


The Committee expressed an opinion that every such system of internal 
Railway communication for the Metropolis should be under one management, 
and they suggested a Standing Order with this view. 


Railways authorised in Session 1864, and subsequently. 


It has been considered desirable to state, as in former years, how far the 
views and recommendations of the Lords Committee, above stated, have been 
carried into effect, having regard to railways authorised by Parliament to be 
prainuctes within the Metropolitan District as prescribed in their 

eport. 


The extensions eastward and westward of the Metropolitan Railway, and. 
the scheme of the Metropolitan District Railway, both of which were 
authorised in 1864, appear to have been passed by Parliament with the object 
of carrying into effect the views of the Lords Comittee, as expressed in the 
tenth and eleventh of their recommendations, that ‘‘ an inner circuit of railway 
“* was desirable, abutting on the principal Railway Termini, with a view to the 
“ distribution of passenger traffic arriving by the main lines.” 


The then existing line of the Metropolitan Railway was authorised to be 
extended in a direction westward and southward from King’s Cross to Notting 
Hill and South Kensington, and in a direction eastward and westward from 
Moorgate-street to Tower Hill. The scheme of the Metropolitan District 
Railway was authorised to complete the portion of the inner circle lying 
between South Kensington, Pimlico, Westminster; Blackfriars, and Tower 
Hill.

during the past year opened a portion of their Tower Hill Extension as far as 
Bishopsgate. 7 . 

The Metropolitan District Railway Company have completed the portion of their 
Railway between Brompton, West Kensington, Pimlico; Westminster, Black- 
friars, to their Mansion House Station at Cannon-street, but they have not 
commenced the construction of any portion of the line between the Mansion 
House Station and Tower Hill. fe 


The constructed portion of the Metropolitan Railway has been connected 
by branch lines with the Great Western Railway at Paddington, with the 
Midland Railway and the Great Northern Railways at King’s Cross, with the 
Great Eastern New Terminal Station at Liverpool-street, and it is also con- 
nected with the railway system of the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway 
at. Farringdon-street. The South Eastern Railway Company have obtained 
power to connect their Charing Cross Line with the London, Chatham, and 
Dover Railway at Blackfriars Bridge. This connection which would form. a 


means of communication between the Metropolitan Railway and the South 


Eastern Railway is in course of construction. 


The Metropolitan District Railway affords, by its connecting lines with 
the West London Railway, a means of communication with the London 
and North Western and Great Western Railway systems, trains from which 
lines pass over the West London and Metropolitan District Railways to the 
Mansion House Station. The Metropolitan District Railway passes, or may he 
said to abut upon, the Victoria Station of the London, Brighton, and South 
Coast, and the London, Chatham, and Dover Railways at Pimlico; and also 
passes in the embankment under the South Eastern Railway at Charing Cross, 
and under the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway at Blackfriars. 


In the last Session of Parliament, 1874, a scheme by a new Company, entitled 
“The Metropolitan Inner Circle Completion Railway,” was sanctioned for the 
purpose of completing, in a somewhat altered course, the unopened portion 
of the Metropolitan District Railway. This new Railway is to commence out 
of the Mansion House Station of the last-mentioned Railway, to pass in 
tunnel under the line of Cannon-street, under a new street which is to be 
formed between Cannon-street and Fenchurch-street, and under the line of a 
portion of Fenchurch-street, whence it will curve round to and form, a 
junction at, Gravel-lane with the authorised extension of the Metropolitan 
Railway. 


The Great Eastern Railway Company have now completed their Metropolitan 
Extension Lines from Bethnal Green, by Hackney, Stamford Hill, Tottenham, 
and Edmonton, and from Hackney, to their main line at Walthamstow 
Marsh, and their extension from Bishopsgate Station to their New Terminal 
Station at Liverpool-street ; thus carrying into effect the fifth of the before- 
mentioned recommendations of the Lords Committee. These Extension Rail- 
ways now opened for traffic, bring the main line from Cambridge and the 
above-mentioned districts on the North East of London into connection with 
the system of the Metropolitan Railways, by means of the Branch Line, 
which has been opened between Liverpool-street and Moorgate-street. 


In 1864, Parliament also authorised the construction of the East London 
Railway. The scheme of this Railway appears to meet the views expressed in 
the eighth of the before-mentioned recommendations of the Lords Committee, 
“that there should be a line of Railway on the eastern side of the Metropolis, 
“connecting the Railways north and south of the Thames,” 


The Kast London Railway as authorised is to form a junction with the Great’ 
Eastern Railway at Bethnal Green, to pass thence, principally in tunnel, under 
the Docks at Wapping, and through the Thames Tunnel to Rotherhithe, 
thence to junctions with the London, Brighton, and South Coast and the South 
Eastern Railways at their respective stations at New Cross. The Railway has 
been opened from the North end of the Thames Tunnel at Wapping to a 
junction with the London, Brighton, and South Coast Railway at New Cross ; 
the other junctions at New Cross are in active progress, and it is understood 

that 
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that the portion between Wapping and Bethnal Green, also in course of con- 
struction, will shortly be opened for traffic. When this portion has been com- 
pleted, the East London Railway Company will have access over the Great 
Rastern Railway to the Yerminus at Liverpool-street. ‘The Railways south- 
east of London will thus, by means of this Railway, and the Great Eastern 
Railway, be brought into connection with the Metropolitan Railway system.

Street Tramways authorised by Parliament in the Metropolis and Suburbs 
wn the Session of 1869, and subsequently. 


It has been considered not unimportant .to refer in this Report to the Street 
Tramways which have been sanctioned by Parliament in Sessions of 1869, 
and subsequently, to be laid on several important roads leading to or within 
the Metropolis. Dios 


In the Session of 1869, the North Metropolitan Tramway Company were 
authorised to lay down Tramways on the Whitechapel and Mile End roads, from 
Aldgate to Mile End ; the Metropolitan Street Tramways Company to lay down 
Tramways on the Clapham and Brixton roads, from the Westminster-road to 
Brixton and Stockwell; and the Pimlico, Peckham, and Greenwich Tramways 
Company on the roads leading from the Elephant and Castle to Greenwich. 


In the Session of 1870, the London Street Tramways Company were autho- 
rised to lay down Tramways from Lower Holloway, on the Camden and Hamp- 
stead roads, to the southern end of the latter road, and from Kentish Town, 
on the Kentish Town and Old St. Pancras roads to a point opposite the 
terminus of the Great Northern Railway at King’s Cross; the North Metro- 


pone Tramway Company to lay down Tramways on the road from Upper 


olloway to High-street, Islington, and thence to Lothbury, and also from the 
eastern end of their previously authorised Tramway at Bow, on the roads 
leading towards Leytonstone and Bromley, and from the western end of the 
same on the Whitechapel-road to Aldgate High-street. The Metropolitan Street 
‘Tramway Company were authorised to extend their Tramways to the eastern foot 
of Westminster Bridge, and to extend those authorised on the Brixton and 
Clapham roads ; and the Pimlico, Peckham, and Greenwich Tramway Company 
to extend their Tramways from the Elephant and Castle, and from Vauxhall 
over the Lambeth and Vauxhall Bridges to the Victoria Railway Station, 
Pimlico, and also from the Elephant and Castle on the roads to Westminster 
and Blackfriars Bridges. 


In the Session of 1871 the North Metropolitan Tramway Company were 
authorised to lay down additional Tramways from Islington, along the Goswell- 
road to Aldersgate-street ; from Goswell-road, along Old-street and Hackney- 
roads to Cambridge-road ; from High-street, Shoreditch, along the Kingsland- 
road to Stamford Hill; from the Mile End-road, along the Cambridge and 
Clapton roads to Stamford Hill; from the City-road, along Southgate-road 
and Green Lanes to Finsbury Park; from Upper-street, Islington, along the 
Essex and ‘Balls Pond roads to the Kingsland-road ; from Whitechapel-road, 
along the Commercial and East India Dock roads; and froin the Kast India 
Dock-road, along the Victoria and Grove roads to Victoria: Park. And the 
promoter of Columbia Market was authorised to lay down Tramways from the 
Hackney-road, along Crab Tree-row, Squerries-street, and Nottingham-street, 
to the Goods Station of the Great Eastern Railway at’ Bethnal Green. 


In the Session of 1873 short additional tramways were authorised in connec- 
» tion with the Columbia Market; the London Street Tramways Company were 
authorised to lay down a short additional Tramway along a part of the Old St. 
Paneras-road at King’s Cross; the Metropolitan Street Tramway Company to lay 
down additional Tramways from Kennington Park along Kennington Park-road, 
Newington Butts, Newington Causeway, and Blackman-street, at the junction 
with Great Dover-street ; the Pimlico, Peckham, and Greenwich Tramway Com- 
pany to lay down Tramways from the Old Kent-road along Great: Dover-street 
to Blackman-street ; the Common Road Conveyance Company to lay down 
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a Tramway from Watford along the Edgware-road to the Edgware-road Station; 
the Southall, Ealing, and Shepherd’s Bush Tramway Company, from Southall 
along the Uxbridge-road to the West London Railway at Shepherd’s Bush ; the 
Uxbridge and Southall, and Ealing and Brentford Tramway Company, to lay 
down Tramways along the roads between Uxbridge and Southall, and Ealing 
and Brentford; the West London Tramway Company to lay down a Tramway 
from the Broadway at Hammersmith along the Great Western-road to Kew 
Bridge; and the Kew and Richmond Tramway Company, a Tramway from the 
north side of Kew Bridge, over the bridge, and along the road to Richmond. 


Tramways Opened for Traffic. 


The portions of those Tramways which have now been opened are the following, 
namely: in the north of London, from Aldgate to Stratford, along the White- 
chapel and Mile End and Stratford roads ; from Whitechapel High-street to the 
East India Docks, along the Commercial and East India Dock roads ; from Kentish 
Town to the Euston-road, along the Kentish Town-road, College-street, and 
the Camden and Hampstead roads; from Holloway to King’s Cross, along the 
Camden-road, Great College-street and Old St. Pancras-road} also from Hollo- 
way to Islington, along the Holloway-road, Upper-street, and Liverpool-road, 
continuing from Islington to near Finsbury-circus, along the City-road; also 
from Islington to the City Boundary, along Goswell-road ; from Stamford-hill 
to the City-road, along Stoke Newington, Kingsland, and Old-street roads ; 
and from Kingsland to Islington-green, along Balls Pond and Essex roads ; 
from Stamford-hill along the Upper and. Lower Clapton roads, Cambridge- 
heath and Cambridge roads to the Mile End-road ; from the East India Dock- 
road along Victoria and Grove roads to Victoria Park ; in the south of London, 
along the roads leading from the Westminster, Blackfriars, and Vauxhall 
Bridges, and from High-street, in the Borough, to Clapham, Brixton, Camber- 
well, Peckham, and East Greenwich. 


The Tramways which have been opened up to the present time, leading to 
or within the Metropolis, amount to a length of 52 miles. 


Bills deposited for the Session of 1876. 


The Bills relating to Railways within the Metropolitan Railway District are 
the following, only one of which, however, namely, the Metropolitan Railway 
Bill, proposes the construction of a railway of any great importance within 
the Metropolis. The others propose to authorise the construction of new 
works, the acquisition of additional lands for station and other purposes, or 
the extension of time for the completion of certain Railways. These Bills 
are enumerated at page 31 of this Report. 


1. The East London Railway Bill proposes to authorise the East London 
Railway Company to make a junction railway at Bethnal Green to connect 
their authorised Railway near the Whitechapel-road with the main line 
of the Great Eastern Railway at the Cambridge-road, and to further 
authorise the East London Railway Company and the Great Eastern 
Railway. Company, or either of them, to acquire land on either side of the 
London and Blackwall Railway at Shadwell, for the purpose of erecting 
a joint station. . 

2. The Great Eastern Railway Bill proposes, inter alia, to authorise the 
Great Eastern Railway Company to improve and widen their Bishopsgate 
(High Level) Station, and their main line of Railway between Bethnal 
Green and Bow. 


3. Ihe London and Blackwall Railway Bill proposes to authorise 


the London and Blackwall Railway Company to widen and improve parts 
of 
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of the London and Blackwall Railway, to improve and enlarge several of Metropolitan 
the stations, and to construct a new station. Railways Schemes. 


4. The London and South Western Railway Company (Various Powers) 
Bill proposes, inter alia, to authorise the London and South Western 
Railway Company to make a deviation of their main line between a point 
on the Wandsworth-road, near Her Majesty’s private station, and the New 
Road, Battersea. 

5. The London, Brighton, and South Coast Railway (Various Powers) 
Bill proposes, inter alia, to authorise the London, Brighton, and South 
Coast Railway Company to construct a short Railway in St. Giles, Camber- 
well, to connect their South London Line with the Crystal Palace and 
South London Junction Line of the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway 
Company, and a subway between the Victoria Stations of the London, 
Brighton, and South Coast, and the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway 

_ Companies, and the Victoria Station of the Metropolitan District Railway 
Company. 

6. The Metropolitan Railway Bill proposes to authorise the Metro- 
politan Railway Company to construct a Railway, in a covered way, under 
Aldgate High-street and Whitechapel-road, 61 chains in length, to be 
called the “ Whitechapel Extension,” and the Metropolitan and the Great 
Western Railway Companies jointly to construct Extension Railways from 
the Hammersmith and City Railway at Hammersmith to Walham Green 
and Fulham. The Bill also proposes to further extend the time limited 
by the Act of 1875 for the construction of the authorised Railway between 
Liverpool-street and Aldgate. 


7. Lhe Metropolitan Inner Circle Completion Railway Companies Bill 
proposes to extend the periods limited by the Metropolitan Inner Circle 
Completion Act, 1874, for the compulsory purchase of lands and the 
completion of the works, and to authorise the Company to acquire 
additional lands. 

8. The South Eastern Railway Bill proposes, inter alia, to authorise 
the South Eastern Railway to widen a portion of their Charing Cross 
Line. 


The following Railway Bills, although not within the Metropolitan Railway 
District as defined by the Lords Committee of 1863, refer to schemes for 
suburban Railways in extension of Railways already within the District, and to 
which they may bring an increase of traffic : 


1. The Alexandra Palace Railway Bill proposes to incorporate a 
Company for making Railways from the Tottenham and Hampstead 
Junction Railway to the Alexandra Palace. 


2. The Hounslow and Metropollan Railway Bill proposes to incorporate 
a Company for the construction of Railways to connect Hounslow, Ealing, 
and Acton, with the Hammersmith and City Railway, near Shepherd’s 
Bush. 


3. The Midland and Alexandra Park Railway Bill proposes to in- 
corporate a Company for the construction of Railways from the 
Tottenham and Hampstead Junction Railway to the Alexandra Park. 


4. The North Metropolitan High Level Railway Bill proposes to in- 
Corporate a Company for the construction of Railways from the

Tur Undertaking of the Severn Junction Railway Company, as authorised 
by their Act of Incorporation, 28 & 29 Vict. c. 366 (5th July 1865), consists 
of five Railways, about 155 miles in length, in the county of Gloucester, viz. : 


1. A Railway about 8} miles in length, commencing by a junction with 
the Midland Railway, near to the Stonehouse station on that Railway, — 
and terminating in the parish of Newham by a junction with the Forest 
of Dean Railway of the Great Western Railway Company. — 


2. A Railway about one mile in length, commencing at Eastington by a 
junction with Railway No. 1, and terminating at Stonehouse by a junction 
with the Great Western Railway.

Tur undertaking of the Bodmin Railway Company, as authorised by their 
Act of Incorporation 27 & 28 Vict. c. 170 (14 July 1864), consists of a Railway 
about 3 miles 7 chains in length, commencing by a junction with the Cornwall 
Railway at or near to the Bodmin Road Station, and terminating in the 
borough and parish of Bodmin, in a field adjourning the turnpike road leading 
from Bodmin to Lostwithiel. By their Act of 1865 (28 Vict. c. 53), the Com-

1871 and 1872, has decreased for the years 1873, 1874, and 1875 to 26 per cent. ; 
and the proportion of guaranteed and preference stock, which was at 31 per cent. for 
the years 1871 and 1872, increased for the year 1873 to 32 per cent., for the year 1874 
to 33 per cent., and for the year 1875 to 34 per cent. of the total capital. 

During the year 1875 of the capital of those Companies whose lines were open for 
traffic no interest was paid upon 7,667,081/. of preference-stock, apparently from a 
want of sufficient profit in working; this was a falling off as compared with 1874, in 
which year the proprietors of 7,326,169/. of preference-stock received no dividends. 
The holders of 48,000/. of loans and of 769,464/. of debenture-stock were also without 
interest in 1875. This too was a falling off as compared with 1874 both as regards 
loans and debenture-stock. In that year the holders of 8,000/. of loans and 514,6741. 
of debenture-stock were without interest. No interest was paid upon 35,678,393/. 
of ordinary stock in 1875, which was an improvement as compared with 1874. In 
that year the proprietors of 41,121,014/. of ordinary stock received no interest. But the 
difference, as I have pointed out in previous reports, between the nominal value of © 
many of these stocks and loans and the amounts actually received by the Companies 
for them is, in consequence of the mode in which the money has been raised, very 
considerable. . 


Rates of Interest. 


The average rate of interest paid on ordigary capital in 1875 was 4°72 per cent., 
against 4°49 per cent. for 1874, 4°99 per cent. for 1873, 5°14 per cent. for 1872, and 
5°07 per cent. for 1871; showing an increase for 1875 of °23 per cent. over 1874, but a 
decrease of -27 per cent. below 1873, of °42 per cent. below 1872, and of °*35 per cent. 
below 1871; whilst on guaranteed, preferential, and loan capital the average interest 
paid was 4°42 per cent. for 1875, agaist 4°41 per cent. for 1874, 4°39 per cent. for each 
of the years 1873 and 1872, 4°42 per cent. for 1871, and 4:48 for 1870. The average 
interest on debenture loans decreased from 4°37 per cent. in 1870, to 4°25 per cent. in 
1871, and to 4:19 per cent. in 1872, from which rate it has varied but little, being 4-21 
per cent. in 1873, 4-20 per cent. in 1874, and 4:18 per cent. in 1875; and that on 
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debenture-stock decreased from 4°47 per cent. in 1870, to 4°37 per cent. in 1871, to 4°34 
per cent. in 1872, to 4°33 per cent. in 1873, to 4°32 per cent. in 1874, and to 4:28 per 
cent. in 1875. The 4°54 per cent. of interest paid on 158,692,084/. of guaranteed and 
preference stock in 1870 decreased continuously, to 4°51 per cent. on 173,049,413/. in 
1871, to 4°49 per cent. on 177,764,674/. for 1872, and to 4°48 per cent. on 188,127,069/. 
for 1873, but rose to 4°52 per cent. on 200,930,629]. in 1874, and to.4°54 per cent. 
on 212,193,324/. in 1875. 

The average net earnings on the éofal capital increased from 3°75 per cent. for 1858, 
to 4:19 per cent. for 1870, to 4°43 per cent. for 1871, and to 4°51 per cent. for 1872, 
but decreased to 4°35 per cent. for 1873, and to 4:14 per cent. for 1874, and again 
increased to 4°25 per cent. for 1875; whilst the average interest on preferential and 
loan capital taken together decreased from 4°63 per cent. for 1858, to 4°48 per cent. for 
1870, to 4°42 per cent. for 1871, and to 4°39 per cent. for both 1872 and 1873, but 
improved to 4°41 per cent. for 1874, and to 4°42 per cent. for 1875. 

The above facts are interesting as showing at a glance the net results of railway 
working in the United Kingdom for the five years. It will be observed that the rate of 
interest on the total capital expended slightly exceeded the interest on the loans, 
debenture-stock, and preferential capital taken together, the former being 4°54 per cent. 
and the latter 4-42 per cent. for 1875; whilst the rate of interest on the ordinary share 
capital, which (including the portion on which no dividend was paid) averaged 4°72 per 
cent., exceeded the fixed interest on stocks and loans preferred to it, which (including - 
also those which received no cash payment) averaged 4:42 per cent.

There is, however, included in the above a large amount of capital of Companies 
whose lines are under lease, or of capital which receives fixed rates of interest. Although 
this amount was subscribed, and has been returned as ordinary capital of Companies 
whose lines are thus leased, it might perhaps more properly be considered as guaranteed 
capital of the leasing Companies. ‘The rates of interest on this amount are not, however, 
generally high, excepting in one case in which nearly 24 millions received 114 per cent. 
of interest. 7 

Of the 383 millions of ordinary share-capital on which no dividend was paid, 324 
millions belonged to English Companies, 3 millions to Scotch Companies, and 3 millions 
to Irish Companies. The total ordinary capital at the end of 1875, of. the English 
Companies was nearly 214 millions, of the Scotch Companies about 244 millions, and of 
the Irish Companies about 16 millions. 

The average dividend on the 254} millions of ordinary share-capital, computed from 
the rates returned as having been paid on 216 millions, and considered to be spread over 
the whole, amounted, as already stated, to 4°72 per cent.; whilst the average amount of 
dividend or interest, computed from the rates returned as having been paid on 583,164,549. 
but spread over the whole of the share and loan capital, namely, 630,223,494/., amounted 
to-4°54 per cent. This last per-centage may, as stated in former reports under similar 
circumstances, appear at first sight to clash with the per-centage of net receipts to total 
share and loan capital given in Table No. 2, column 7, and quoted under the last heading, 
as only 4:25 per cent. It is necessary, therefore, again to explain that the difference 
arises, partly in consequence of the subscriptions by certain Companies to the under- 
takings of other Companies being credited to the capital of the Company subscribing as

Looking at the above it may be noticed that whilst’ the’ proportion of expenditure to 
receipts in England and Wales remained at 55 per eent. in 1874 and 1875; in Scotland, 
after having remained at 57 per cent. for the years 1873 and 1874, it decreased to 52 
per cent. in'1875; and in Ireland, after having been 56 per cent. in 1873 and 57 per 
cent. in 1874, it decreased to 55 per cent. in 1875. 

The total receipts from passenger-trains increased from 20,622,580/. for 1871, to 
29 ,287,555/. for 1872, to 23,853,892/. for 1873, to 24,893,615/. for 1874, and to 
25,714,6812.. for 1875 ; whilst the total receipts from goods-trains increased from 
26, ,484,9781. for' 1871, to 29,016,559/. for 1872, to 31,821,529/. for 1873, to 32,005,883. 
for 1874, and to 33, 268, 0721. for 1875. 

The per-centage of receipts from passenger and goods traffic for the United Kingdom, 
which was in 1858 as 49 from passengers to 51 from goods, and which remained in 1872 
the same as in 1870 and 1871, namely, asi44.from passengers to 56 from goods, became 
in 1873 as 43 from passengers to 57 from’goods, and» in’ 1874 and 1875 as 44 from 
passengers to 56 from goods. But. it was very different in the three Kingdoms. In 
England the per -centage proportions of receipts from passengers and goods were nearly 
the same as in the three Kingdoms combined. In Scotland those proportions decreased 
from 41 in 1858 to 37 in 1875 for passengers, and increased from 59 in 1858 to 63 in 
1875 for goods, In Ireland they’ decreased from’66 in 1858 to!

The receipts from luggage, parcels, carriages, horses, dogs, mails, and such mis- 
cellaneous sources of traffic by passenger trains, have increased from 2,262,669/. in 1870, 
to 2,406,0022. in 1871, to 2,553,598/. in 1872, to 2,764,020/. in 1873, to 2,876,393/. in 
1874, and to 3,009,060/. in 1875. 


Goods, Receipts. 


‘The receipts from goods traffic as distinguished from those from passenger-traffic, are 
taken to include receipts on account of the conveyance of minerals, general-merchandise, 
live-stock, and all traffic by goods-trains. But it must be remembered that on some - 
railways the greater portion of the traffic, and on other railways smaller portions of the 
traffic are carried in mixed trains; and that whilst the receipts from goods and passenger 
traffic are kept separately, no attempt is made to separate the expenses of goods and 
passenger trains from one another. The total receipts from goods-trains have increased. 
from 24,115,159l. in 1870, to 26,484,978/. in 1871, to 29,016,559/. in 1872, to 
31,821,529/. in 1873, to 32,005,883/. in 1874, and to 33,268,072/. in 1875; and of 
these, the receipts from the conveyance of minerals were 9,392,513/. in 1870, 10,029,253/. 
in 1871, 11,226,157/. in 1872, 12,605,462/. in 1873, 12,450,256/. in 1874, and 
13,405,283/. in 1875; whilst those from the conveyance of general-merchandise increased 
from 13,810,196/. in 1870, to 15,418,171. in 1871, to 16,687,830/. in 1872, to 
18,047,756/. in 1873, to 18,375,922/. in 1874, and to 18,630,480/. in 1875; and those 
from the conveyance of live-stock increased from 912,450/. in 1870, to 1,037,554/. in 
1871, to 1,077,8672. in 1872, to 1,144,760/. in 1873, to 1,156,381/. in 1874, and to 
1,204,548/. in’1875., In considering the relative importance of these branches of traffic 
it may be pointed out that the general-merchandise receipts were for 1871 about 15 
times; and for the years 1872 to 1875 between 15 and 16 times the live-stock receipts : 
whilst the mineral receipts, after having decreased, as between 1873 and 1874, from 
11:1 to 10°8 times, again reached 11-1 times the live-stock receipts in 1875. In other 
words, in the year 1875 the receipts from the conveyance of general merchandise formed 
56:00 per cent., those from the conveyance of minerals 40°30 per cent., and those from 
the conveyance of live-stock 3°62 per cent. of the total goods receipts; leaving ‘08 per 
cent., representing a sum of 27,761/., accounted for under the head of unclassified receipts 
from goods traffic. 


Receipts per open Mile. 


The total receipts per mile of open railway, which increased from 2,786/. in 1870, to 
3.0641. in 1871, to 3,244/. in 1872, and to 3,462/, in 1873, fell to 3,459/. in 1874, but 
again increased to 3,540/. in 1875. The increase in passenger-traffic was from 1,235/. in 
1870, to 1,340/. in 1871, to 1,409/. in 1872, to 1,483/. in 1873, to 1,513/. in 1874, and 
to 1,543/. in 1875; whilst the goods-traffic, which increased from 1,551/. in 1870, to 
1,724. in 1871, to 1,835/. in 1872, and to 1,979/. in 1873, after having fallen to 1,946/. 
in 1874, again increased to 1,997/. in 1875.

In England it was 2,316/. in 1875, against 2,294/. in 1874; in Scotland, 1,266/. in 1875, 
against 1,312/. in 1874; and in Ireland, 6771. in 1875, against 676/- in 1874. The

Train-Mileage Receipts and Expenses. 


The total number of miles run by trains during the year 1875 was 209,528,186, against 
200,484,263 during 1874, showing an increase of 9,043,923 miles, or, —say 44 per cent., 
which was about 3 per cent. more than the increase of 1874 over 1873. Of the above 
100,731 ,071 miles were by passenger trains, and 104,635,056 miles by goods and mineral 
trains, ‘The receipts per train-mile were 61°63d. for 1870, 63°13d. for i871, 64°56d. for 
1872, 67:71d. for 1873, 68:11d. for 1874, and 67°56d. for 1875; whilst the working ex- 
penses per train-mile were 30-02d. for 1870, 30°33d. for 1871, 32:27d. for 1872, 36°57d. 
for 1873, 37°89d. for 1874, and 36°88d. for 1875. Analysing these train-mileage receipts 
and expenses as regards the three Kingdoms, it would appear that the train-mileage 
receipts were for 1870, 1871, 1872,.1873, 1874, and 1875 respectively,—in England, 
63°64d., 64°93d., 66°21d., 69° 48d. 69'55d., and 68°44d. ;—in Scotland, 51:69d., 52°58d.,

The total cost per train-mile showed an increase in 1871) \of *31d.) in )87Qoof 
1'94d., in 1873 of 4°30d., and in -1874 of 1-32d., but a) decrease in’ 1875: of: 1°0dd. 
It will be seen also that whilst the total expenditure per open -mile increased» by 
1147. in 1871, 1512. in 1872, 2447. in 1873, and 58/.-in 1874, the increase: in 1875 
was only 9/.; and that whilst in«the Permanent Way»and Locomotive Departments 
there had been both per train-mile and per open mile a continuous’ increase until 
1874, in the year 1875 there was a decrease in both these branches of expenditure. 
It will also be noticed that whilst the rolling-stock charges in 1875 increased. from 
156/. to 1657. per open mile, and from 3°06d: to 3:15d. per train-mile, the traffic 
expenses only increased from 550/. to 5731. per open mile, and from /10:83d, to: 10°94d. 
per train-mile, being less than the average annual increase, and this; too, in spite of 
the outcry which has been raised in some quarters against the expense of working 
the block system and employing extra signalmen for the purpose. 


The figures in Table No. 8 showing the details of the train-mileage expenditure 
on the lines of certain Companies will be found to vary considerably for the same 
branches of expenditure, and to a much greater extent than might, on a fair con- 
sideration of the different conditions and circumstances under which the various lines 


were worked, be reasonably expected. Thus the total expenditure per. train-mile varied 


in 1875. from 31:85d. for the Caledonian. Railway to 43:34d. for, the. Lancashire and 
Yorkshire Railway; the charges for maintenance of way. and works varied from 4:97d. 
for the London, Brighton, and: South Coast Railway to 11:64d. for the Great. Southern 
and Western (of Ireland) Railway ; the total charges for locomotive and rolling stock 
varied from 11:01d. for the,Great Western Railway to 18:00d. for the North-Eastern 
Railway ; and. the traffic and general charges .varied from ,9°26d. for, the Great 
Southern and Western of Ireland Railway to 18°07d, for, the Lancashire and York- 
shire Railway. It is very difficult, on any supposition of,annual charges against revenue 
for maintenance and renewals; being continuously and regularly made,.'to account for 
some of the excessive variations in the charges.so made, in the same year on the above 
and other lines of railway. ‘ . 


Net Profit per. Train-Mile. 


The net profit per train-mile, increased from 31°61d. in ‘1870 to 32°8d. in 1871, 
decreased to 32°29d. in 1872, to 31:14d. in 1873, and to 30°22d. in 1874, but again 
increased to 30°68d. in 1875. The following statement shows the net profit per train- 
mile in each division of the United Kingdom for each of the years 1870, 1871, 1872, 
1873, 1874, and 1875 :— .

“Rolling Stock. 


It will, be, seen from Table No. 10 that on the railways in the United Kingdom 
the number of locomotive engines increased from 9,379 in 1870, to 10,490 in 1871, to 
10,933 in 1872, to 11,435 in 1873, to 11,935 in 1874, and to 12,439 in 1875; and that 
the number of vehicles, exclusive of locomotives, increased from 289,994 in 1870, to 
311,427 in 1871, to 337,899 in 1872, to 362,785 in 1873, to 379,899 in 1874, and to 
393,799 in 1875; giving an increase per open mile from °60 for. 1870, to ‘68 for 1871 
and. 1872,.to.;71. for 1873,.to.:73.for 1874, and to,"75 for.1875, as regards locomotive 
engines; and.an, increase, per open mile from 18°66.for 1870, to 20°25 for 1871, to 
21736) -for..1872,,/to, 22°56 for 1873,: to.-23:10 for 1874, and, to’ 23°64 for 1875, 
as regards other. yehicles.;, The. number of vehicles, other than locomotives showed per 
open, mile;a_slight decrease from 1858 to 1870, but, a comparatively large increase for 
the five years from 1870;to,.1875.. In 1875 the numbers of locomotive engines and 
vehicles, were respectively considerably more than double the numbers of engines and 
vehicles in/1858.. As regards the rolling stock in use on railways which is the property 
of private owners, or,.of Companies other, than Railway Companies, no returns are 
received, or can be obtained; but the number of such vehicles is known to be very 
considerable, and it would be very desirable to have information in regard to them. 
The question, which is a very important /one,.of the Railway Companies becoming the 
owners of all, the rolling stock employed on, their lines does not appear to, have made 
further progress. ei | | |

The leading features of the railway system of the United Kingdom at the end of 
1875 ere, then, as follows :—A total sum of 630,223,494/7. had been expended 


on 16,658 miles of railway, of which 8,898 were laid with two or more lines of - 


rails, and 7,/60 were single lines, at a cost of about 37,800/. a mile. There were 
12,439 locomotive engines, or about one to every mile and a quarter; and 393,799 
vehicles, or about 232 per mile, besides great numbers of waggons, of which there is 
no means of forming an estimate, belonging to traders and Companies other than Railway 
Companies. By the running of trains over 209,528,186 miles, 58,982,753/. were 
received during the year, of which 32,198,196/. were expended in working and main 
tenance, and 26,784,557/. remained as net profit; so that 55 per cent. of the gross 
receipts were expended in earning them, ‘There were 506,975,234 passenger-journeys, 
besides the journeys of 597,257 season and periodical ticket-holders; and 200,069,65i 
tons of goods and minerals, besides a large number of live stock, were-conveyed:

The more prominent facts connected with traffic-working in 1875, as compared with 
1874, were as follows :—There was an increase of gross receipts amounting to 2,083,255/., 
but also an increase of working expenses amounting to 550,079/. ‘There was an increase 
of 226,155/.in first-class, and of 639,224/. in third-class, but a decrease of 256,589/. in 
second-class passenger-receipts. Whilst there was an increase of 4,434,127 in the 
numbers of first-class, and of 26,438,488 in the numbers of third-class passenger- 
journeys, there was a decrease of 1,737,792 in the numbers of second-class passenger- 
journeys. There was an increase in the receipts from goods, minerals, &c. of 1,262,189/. 

As between 1874 and 1875, the principal differences in the cost of working and 
maintenance per train-mile were in way and works and locomotive charges. In the 
former of these there was a decrease of ‘36d., or rather over a third of a penny; and 
in the latter a decrease of ‘9d. Comparing 1870 and 1875, there was an increase of 1-6d. 
in way and works, and of 1:98d. in locomotive charges, whilst there was also an increase 
of 2°3d. in traffic expenses. 

The gross receipts of the railways increased from 23,956,749/. in.1858 to 58,982,753/. 
in 1875, having considerably more than doubled in 17 years. From 1858 to 1870 the 
increase was 19,460,321/., or 81 per cent., for the period of 12 years; and from 1870 to 
1875, 15,565,683/., or 36 per cent., for the period of 5 years. As between 1858 and 
1875, and taking one year with another, the average annual increase in the gross traffic 
receipts has been at the rate of 5:48 per cent.; but it may be observed that whilst the 
increase in the receipts was at, the rate of 8°50 per cent. for 1871, 8°91 per cent. for 
1872, 8°52 per cent. for 1873, 2°20 per cent. for 1874, and 3°66 per cent. for 1875, the 
increase in the total (railway) working expenditure for the same periods was 6°79 per 
cent., 13°35 per cent., 17°18 per cent., 5°28 per cent., and 1-74 per cent., respectively. 


RAILWAYS IN BRITISH POSSESSIONS, 


The progress of Railways in the British Empire generally is a subject of great and 
increasing interest. The Board of Trade communicated last year, at my request, with 
the Cclonial Office, with a view to obtaining information from various parts of the 
Empire as to the construction and working of railways, and the prospects of their 
extension, to the end of 1875; and the results are embodied in the following state- 
ments. The descriptions of Railways in India and New South Wales, and in the 
Dominion of Canada are, as noted, from other sources. This being the first occasion 
on which such an account of the Railways of the Empire has been compiled, I have 
entered into more minute details than will be required in future reports, in which it 
will be sufficient to note the general facts and the additions during the year.

The Great Southern Line.—This railway commences at Sydney, and passes through 
Parramatta, Liverpool, Campbeltown, Picton, and Goulburn, to Gunning. Contracts 
have been entered into for the extension of this line, and it is believed that an additional 
length of 63 miles, from Gunning, through Yass and Binalong to Murrumburrah, will 
be opened for. traffic by the end of this year. A further length of 76 miles, to near 
Wagga Wagga, will probably be opened by the end of 1877, making a total distance of 
304 miles from Sydney... Surveys have been made for the continuation of the line from 
this point in a southerly direction to Albury on the river Murray, the boundary between 
New South Wales and Victoria. ‘This, when completed, will make the total length of 
the line 386 miles. From Sydney to Parramatta, a distance of 13 miles, there is a 
double line of way, but beyond this point there is a single line of way only, although 
there are works for a double line from Parramatta to Liverpool. 

The most important works upon this line are the iron-girder bridge over the river 
Nepean, the viaducts. over the Stonequarry Creek at Picton, and the Barber’s, Wollon- 
dilly, Boxer’s, and Mulwarree Creeks, and the tunnels through the Redbank Range and 
at Gibraltar Gap. The bridge over the Nepean at Menangle, about 40 miles from 
Sydney, has stone piers, and consists of three openings of 150 feet each ; the approaches, 
978 feet in length on the northern side, and 432 feet in length on the southern side, 
being of timber, and having spans of 26 feet. ‘The viaduct at Picton over the Stone- 
quarry Creek is 276 feet in length. It is of masonry, and consists of five openings 
of 40 feet each, the arches being on an incline of 1 in 40. The Barber’s Creek viaduct 
is 340 feet. in length, and consists of five spans of 60 feet each, the girders being of 
wrought iron, and resting on stone piers. ‘Uhe viaduct over the first crossing of the 
Wollondilly river, 122 miles from Sydney, is 616 feet in length, and consists of one span 
of 130 feet, and seven spans of 60 feet, the girders resting on brick piers. The viaduct 
over the second crossing of the same river is 614 feet in length, and has one span of 
130 feet, and six spans of 60 feet. ‘The Boxer’s Creek viaduct, 133 miles from Sydney, 
is 206 feet in length, and consists of two spans of 60 feet each, the piers being: of brick. 
The Mulwarree Creek viaduct, which is close to the town of Goulburn, is 858 feet in 
length, and has twelve spans of 60 feet each, with wrought-iron plate girders resting on 
brick piers. .The Picton tunnel, through the Redbank Range, 54 miles from Sydney, is 
198 yards in length, 15 feet wide in its widest part, and 17 feet in height, and is lined 
with brickwork. ‘The Gibraltar tunnel, 79 miles from Sydney, is 572 yards in length, of 
the same width and height as the Picton tunnel, and lined with brickwork and masonry 
throughout. oe 

The rails from Sydney to Goulburn, 134 miles, are of wrought-iron, double-headed, 
and fish-jointed throughout, and weigh 75 lbs, per yard. The chairs are 25 lbs. each, 
and are secured to the sleepers with wrought-iron spikes. From Goulburn to Wagga 
Wagga, a distance of 170 miles, the rails weigh 70 lbs. per yard, and are secured to the 
sleepers by screws and spikes alternately. Between. Sydney and Goulburn, the smallest 
radius of a curve is 16 chains; between Goulburn and Wagga Wagga 19 chains; and 
between Wagga Wagga and Albury 30 chains. Between Sydney and Picton there are 
no steeper gradients than 1 in 66; between Picton and Mittagong there are two inclines 
of 1 in 30, and several of 1 in 33; between Mittagong and Wagga Wagga the steepest 
gradient is 1 in 40; and between Wagga Wagga and Albury | in 60.

Collingwood Branch, half a mile in length, connecting the Liverpool station with 
the Liverpool Paper Mills and a large wool-washing establishment. 


The Great Western Line.—This line commences at a junction with the Great Southern 
at Parramatta, and passes through Penrith, Bowenfels, and Wallerawang, to Bathurst, 
132 miles from Parramatta Junction. It is probable that an extension of this line from 
Bathurst, through Blaney to Orange, a further distance of 47 miles, will be completed 
in January next. The first important work upon this line is the bridge over the Nepean, 
35 miles from Sydney, which carries the main Western road and a single line of railway. 
It consists of three spans of 186 feet each, and one span of 127 feet. The larger openings 
haye two main girders of the box form, each 594 feet in length, of an extreme depth of 
18 feet, and placed 253 feet apart.

The works on this branch are similar to those 
on the main line, the smallest radius of curves being 20 chains, and the steepest gradient 
lin 100. The Bullock Island Branch is now under construction. It has a double line 
of way, and joins the main line:two miles from Newcastle. -It..is intended for a mineral 
line exclusively, and when completed will connect the main line with extensive wharves 
now being erected. .The rails.on, this branch are of steel, weighing. 75 lbs. per yard; 
the smallestiradius of a curve is 12 chains,.and the steepest gradient 1 in 200. 

The total capital-expenditure upon the railways open for traffic up to the 31st Decem- 
ber, 1875 was 7,245,3791., being at the rate of 16,579/. per mile. ‘The average cost per 
mile, exclusive of rolling-stock, machinery, &c., was 14,8212. The total cost per mile on 
the Southern and Western, and Northern lines, respectively, was, for the former 17,555/., 
and for the latter, 14,1191. .

There was. an increase of 534,315, 
or 71 per cent., in the number of passengers, exclusive of season-ticket holders ; of 
190,037, or 103 per cent., in the number of live stock ; of 60,152, or 103 per cent., in 
the number of bales of wool; of 253,439, or 41 per cent., in the tonnage of minerals ; 
and of 92,555, or 46 per cent., in the tonnage of general merchandise.

In the year 1875 there was an increase in the gross receipts of 189,660/., or 45 per 
cent., over the year 1872. The increase in receipts from passenger traffic was 41,648/., 
or 26 per cent.; and in the receipts from goods traffic 148,580/., or 57. per cent. In 
the year 1872 the receipts from passenger traffic formed 37 per cent., and those from 
goods traffic 61 per cent. of the total receipts ; whilst in the year 1875 the receipts from 
passenger traffic formed 33 per cent., and those from goods traffic 66 per cent. of the 
total receipts. Taking the average length of line open during 1872 as 385 miles, and 
during 1875 as 410 miles, the gross receipts per mile of line open amounted in 1872 to 
1,104/., and in 1875 to 1,499. In 1872 the receipts per open mile from’ passenger- 
traffic were 413/., and from goods-traffic 676/.; whilst in 1875 the receipts per open 
mile from passenger traffic amounted to 489/., and those from goods traffic to 997/. 
_As between 1872 and 1875 the increase in the receipts per open mile was 76/. from 
passenger-traffic, and 321/. from goods-traffic; the increase in the gross receipts from 
all sources being 395/. The receipts per train-mile amounted in 1872 to 98°4d., and 
in 1875 to 100:2d. . There was, therefore, an increase in 1875 over 1872 of 1°8d per 
train-mile.

Tt will be seen from the above that the gross receipts increased by 189,660/., or 45 
percent., in 1875, as compared with 1872; whilst the total working expenditure increased 
by 88,257/., or 42 per cent.; and the net revenue by 101,403/., or 47 per cent. The

Taking the average length of line open during 1872 as 385 miles, and during 1875 as 
410 miles, it appears that the working expenses per open. mile amounted to 540/. in the 
former and 722/. in the latter year, showing an increase in 1875 over 1872 of 182/. The 
net revenue per open mile in 1872 was 564/., and in 1875, 777/., or an increase of 2133. 
in the period of three years. ‘The working expenditure per train-mile amounted to 48° 1d. 
and to 48°3d. in 1872.and 1875 respectively ; the net revenue per train-mile being 503d. 
in 1872 and 51°9d. in 1875. ‘The proportion of working expehses to gross receipts was 
49 per cent. in 1872 and 48 per cent. in 1875. i :

At that date debentures had been issued to the extent 
of 8,110,800/., of which amount’ 7,110,800/. bore:interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum, and 1,000,000/. at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum. The amount expended 
was 8,107,249/., the outlay upon the lines open for traffic being 7,245,379/. The net 
revenue during 1875 having amounted to 318,474/., the average net earnings upon the 
capital expended on the open lines were at the rate of 4°4 per cent.

These railways are constructed to a gauge of 3 ft. 6 in., and laid with rails of the 
Vignoles pattern, weighing 40 lbs. per lineal yard. The maximum gradients, 
oceurring principally in mountainous country, such as the ascent of the Main Range, 
are 1 in 50, and the limit of curves 5 chains radius. The ‘ballast’ employed is chiefly 
broken sandstone and basalt, spread to a depth of 8 inches under the sleepers, and 
averages about a cubic yard to the yard forward. 'The bridges are chiefly of hardwood 
timber, a few of the more important being constructed with iron girders resting on 
stone abutments and cast-iron pins. The other works are of an inexpensive character, 
and with the exception of one or two iron stations, imported from England, are built 
of colonial material. 

The engines used on the lines weigh from 22 to 30 tons, and have a maximum weight 
on a pair of driving wheels of 5 tons. They draw from 50 to 70 tons up the steepest 
inclines. The speed for ordinary passenger and goods trains averages 20 miles an 
hour, special trains running up to the rate of 30 miles an hour.

All the railways in South Australia have a single line of way between the stations. 
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Adelaide to Port Adelaide.—This, the first line constructed, was opened for traffic on 
the 21st April 1856, when labour was scarce in consequence of the discovery of gold 
in the neighbouring colony of Victoria. The cost of construction and rolling-stock, 
including the branches which run through the streets of Port Adelaide and supply the 
wants of the shipping at the wharf frontages, amounted to 17,433/. per mile. The country 
through which the line runs is level, and the only bridge is one of 100 feet span across 
the river Torrens. The construction throughout was substantial. The line was 

originally laid on the longitudinal system, but it has been found expedient to adopt cross 
sleepers. The rails weigh 65 lbs. per yard, and the traffic is heavy, particularly during 
the wheat season, when the tonnage averages about 30,000 tons monthly. The work- 
shops at the Adelaide Station are very extensive and complete in every respect; all the. 
repairs are executed there, and it may be mentioned that a locomotive was built and 
turned out in November 1875, and one in February 1876. 


Adelaide to Roseworthy Junction and Burra.—The cost of construction of this railway 
averaged about 7,000/. per mile. The portion of the line between Adelaide and Gawler 
was originally laid with longitudinal timbers, which have given place to cross-sleepers. 
The same weight of rails obtain as on the port line, and the same weight of locomotives, 
viz., from 25 to 29 tons. A new system of light lines was introduced in. the extension 
from Roseworthy, which cost about 5,000/. per mile; the rails weigh 40 lbs. per yard, 
and the same rolling-stock runs over the whole distance, but at a speed limited to 20 
miles an hour. There are 15 stations on this line, built with a view rather to goods- 
traffic than to passenger accommodation, the main object in a country like this being to 
secure a rapid conveyance of produce to the sea-board. At the same time the passenger- 
traffic is considerable, and conducted with safety and despatch. ‘The earthworks are of 
an average character, and the only bridge of importance. is one of 300 feet in length, 
consisting of two spans. 


Adelaide to Glenelg.—This railway was opened for traffic in 1874, the cost of construc- 
tion, including roiling-stock, having been at the rate of about 8,220/. per mile. The 
country through which it runs is level, and consequently its construction presented no 
difficulties. The rails weigh 40 lbs. per yard, and light locomotives are used upon the 
line. ‘This railway has an almost exclusive passenger-traffic, which, during the summer 
months, is very considerable. ‘The working expenses during 1875 amounted to 53 per 
cent. of the gross receipts. ; 


Port Broughton.—This line extends from Spencer’s Gulf to one of the earliest agricul- 
tural districts proclaimed by the Government. It is intended to be worked by horse 
traction, and the weight of the rails is 35 lbs. per yard. 


Port Pirie and Gladstone.—This line when completed will be 324 miles in length, 16 
miles being already open for traffic. It is not expected that the cost of construction 
will exceed 6,000/. per mile. The earthworks are moderately light, and the weight of 
the rails is 40 lbs. per yard.’ Curves of from 10 to 20 chains radius, and gradients of 1 
in 96, have been used. ‘The line is speciaily constructed to open up the new lands sold 
‘within the last four or tive years, which need cheap means of transport for the produce 
raised. ‘The stations are on an average 10 miles apart. 


Port Wakefield to Hoyleton, with extension to Blyth Plains.—This railway connects a 
large agricultural district with the port of shipment, and has a considerable amount of 
tratlic. It presented no difficulties as far as construction was concerned: The rails 
weigh 40 lbs. per yard, and a large number of culverts have been provided to carry 
away the flood-water caused by thunderstorms. ‘The line was originally intended to be 
worked by horse-power, but was constructed in such a manner that light locomotives 
might be used, and it has since heen found necessary to place them on the line, the 
speed being limited to 10 miles per hour... There are eight stations, which provide for 
the accommodation of the wheat farmers in the transit of their produce to Port Wakefield. 


Roseworthy to Kapunda.—This line presented no difficulties of an engineering 
character. ‘There are two or three bridges of 100 feet span, and numerous culverts 
have been built to allow flood-waters to escape. The line passes through a wheat- 
growing country, and close to the terminus is situated the Kapunda Copper Mine, the 
first discovered in the colony. 
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Strathalbyn, Goolwa, and Victor Harbour.—The rails on this line weigh 40 lbs.) per 
yard; the earthworks on some portions are heavy; and the construction of three 
viaducts added considerably to the total cost, which averaged about 5,550/. per mile. 
The line is worked by horse traction. The principal traffic is wheat from. the 
surrounding districts, and wood from the interior by way of the river Murray to 
Goolwa, and thence to Victor Harbour for shipment. fern 


Wallaroo to Kadina and Moonta.—This line was constructed. by private enterprise, . 


specially for the conveyance of copper ore from the extensive mines of Wallaroo and 
eran to Port i altarog, where on ore is smelted.and shipped. It is worked by horse- 
power, and, being very light and. easy of construction, cost only about 2,000/. per mile. 
The original capital was 60,000/., on which 20 per cent, has. been divided during each 
of the past 10 years, the present value of the property being about 90,000/. 


Lacepede Bay and Naracoorte.—This line presents no engineering difficulties. It is 
intended to be worked by very light locomotives, and the rails weigh 35 lbs. per yard. 

The whole of the railways in South Australia are worked on the block-system, and 
have been free from accidents. Although the works and rolling-stock are generally of a 
light character, the workmanship is stated to be of a superior description, and safety is 
not sacrificed to economy. 

The length of railways determined upon, but of which the construction had not been 
commenced. at the 3ist December 1875, although the surveys had been completed, was 
535 miles, . 

The want of means of communication between the interior and the seaboard has been 
much felt in South Australia, which colony is, with the exception of the river Murray, 
without water communication. The present Government, however, are about to intro- 
duce a policy of railway extension, and a measure will be brought before Parliament this 
session to borrow 3,000,000/. for the purpose of constructing these and other public 
works. Amongst the lines recommended by the Government is one running from Port 
Augusta, at the head of Spencer’s Gulf, in a north-easterly direction for about 200 miles ; 
which is intended to connect the mineral districts with the sea, to enable the sheep farmers 
of the north and eastern plains to send down their wool and other produce at a reasonable 
cost, and to give greater facilities for opening up a rich and extensive tract of country. 
The Government also propose extending the line from Kapunda to the north-west bend of 
the river Murray, a distance of about 50 miles, so that the river trade might be brought 
to Adelaide. The Murray has a considerable traffic, its navigable course being: nearly 
2,000 miles; but its mouth, exposed to the swell of the Southern Ocean, presents 
a constant difficulty as far as navigation is concerned. ‘The area of land sown with 
wheat has increased by more than 100 per cent. within the last 10 years, and to afford a 
cheap and speedy transit of the produce to the seaboard is one of the principal objects to 
be attained by the light lines of railway proposed to be constructed. Nearly 10,000,000 
bushels of wheat were reaped last season, which, after providing for the requirements of 
the colony, would allow of an export of 230,000 tons.. As much as 1,200 tons have. to 
be brought down daily during the season, A bushel of wheat is carried from Burra. to 
Adelaide, a distance of 100 miles, for 7d.; whereas, before the lime was constructed, the. 
cost was double that amount. The policy adopted is to reduce the cost. of carriage to 
a minimum, in order to develope the resources of the agricultural and mining districts 
through which the different lines run. | 

The railways yield but little in excess of working expenses and cost of maintenance, 
but it is stated that, the increased facilities, afforded. by them more than counterbalance 
the interest due upon the money expended for their construction: M

Ballarat and Ararat.—The ruling gradient upon this line is 1 in 50, and the width 
of formation 16ft. 6in. The bridges and large culverts are of timber (chiefly of red 
eum); the smaller culverts are of brick or masonry. The sleepers are of red gum, 
8 ft. 6in.x9in. X44 in.; and the rails are of iron, of the Vignoles pattern, weighing 
50 Ibs. per yard, and fastened to the sleepers with dog spikes and pins. 


Ballarat ond Maryborough.—The ruling gradient upon this line is 1 in 40, and 
the width of formation 16ft.6in. There is one bridge with cast-iron cylinder piers 
and abutments, and with wrought-iron girders, and another of brick. The other 
bridges and large culverts are chiefly of red gum timber; the smaller culverts of 
brick. The sleepers are of red gum, Sft. 6in.X9in.x4gin.; and the rails are of 
iron, of the Vignoles pattern, 50 Ibs. per yard, with wrought-iron pins and dog spikes. 


Castlemaine, Maryborough, ond Dunolly.—The ruling gradient on this line is 1.in 
40, and the width of formation 16 ft.6in. The bridges and larger culverts are of 
colonial hardwood timber; the smaller culverts are of brick. The station buildings 
and platforms are of brickwork, the sleepers chiefly of red gum, 8ft. 6in.x9in. xX 
42 in.; and the rails of iron of the Vignoles pattern, 50 Ibs. per yard, and fastened 
to the sleepers with dog spikes and pins. 


Essendon Line and Racecourse Branch.—This railway, which is nearly five miles 
in length, including the branch to the Melbourne racecourse, was made to accom- 
modate the traffic of a suburban district of Melbourne. The ruling gradient is 1 in 
80, the width of formation being 33 ft. on the line to Essendon, and 21 feet on the 
Racecourse branch. The bridges have abutments and piers of stone or brickwork and 
wrought-iron girders, The ballast is of broken blue-stone metal and the sleepers of 
red-gum timber, sawn rectangular, 9ft.x10in.x5in. The rails are of iron, double- 
headed, and weighing 75 lbs. per yard, excepting on about one mile of single line of 
way, laid with steel rails weighing 66 lbs. per yard. The chairs, 24]bs. each, are 
fastened with iron pins. 

Ewerton Branch.—The ruling gradient is 1 in 50, the width of formation 16 ft. 
6in., the slopes of banks 14 to 1, and the slopes of cuttings 1 to 1. Double lines of 
way exist at stations. The viaducts and bridges are of wood, the culverts of wood and 
brick. The principal viaduct is the Reid’s Creek Viaduct, which has 20 openings of 
15 ft. each. The sleepers are of red gum and other colonial hardwood timber, 8 ft. 
6 in. x9 in. x44 im.; and the rails are-of iron of the Vignoles pattern, weighing 60 lbs. 
per yard. The ballast is natural gravel, laid 113 ins. deep, of which 8 ins. is under 
the sleepers. 


Geelong and Ballarat.—The width of formation on this line is 38 ft., the ruling 
gradients being 1 in 72 down and lin 52up. The viaducts and bridges are of masonry 
and with iron girders. The largest viaduct has 10 openings of 1380 feet each. The 
culverts are built of stone; the station buildings, platforms, &c., are of blue-stone 
masonry. ‘The rails are of iron, double headed, and weighing 80 ibs. per yard. 


Geelong and Melbourne.—The ruling gradient on this line is 1 in 94, the formation 
width 33 ft. The bridges and culverts are of stone or brickwork with wrought-iron 
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girders; the sleepers chiefly of red gum, 9ft.x10in.x5in. The rails are being 


replaced with doubled-headed iron rails weighing 72 lbs. per yard; the chairs, 26 Ibs. 
each, are fastened with iron pins. The line was originally ballasted with sand, but 


but this is being replaced with blue-stone metal. 


Nelbourne and River Murray.—The first section of this railway, from Melbourne 
to Sandhurst, consists of 100 miles of double line, the ruling gradient being 1 in 50 
and the width of formation 33 ft. At adistance of 58 miles from Melbourne, and at 
an altitude of 1,900 feet, the line crosses the Main Dividing Range, which separates 
the Murray waters from the coast streams. The viaducts and bridges are of stone 
and iron, or of brick with granite or blue stone dressings. The station buildings are 
of brick or stone. The sleepers are chiefly of red gum, 9ft.x10in.x5in. The rails 
are double-headed, weighing 80 lbs. per yard, and the chairs are fastened to the sleepers 
with iron pins. 

The second section, from Sandhurst to Echuca, consists of 56 miles of single line; 
the ruling gradient being 1 in 90, and the width of formation 17 feet. The bridges 
and culverts are of brick and iron, and the station buildings of brick. The sleepers 
are of red gum timber, 9 ft. x 10 in. X 5in. The rails are double headed, weighing 
72 lbs. per yard ; and the chairs are attached to the sleepers with iron pins. 


North-Hastern—This railway runs from Essendon to Wodonga, and consists of a- 
single line of way except at the stations. The ruling gradient is 1 in 50 for the first 
60 miles, and 1 in 75 for the rest of the line. The width of formation is 20 ft. 6 in. for 
the first 60 miles, and for the rest of the line 17 ft. in bank, and 18 ft. 6 in. in cutting. 
The slopes of-banks are generally 13 to 1, and of cuttings 1 to 1.. The culverts are 
principally of brickwork; the bridges and viaducts haying generally brick or stone. 
piers and abutments with wrought-iron plate girders. The principal viaducts have 
cast-iron columns for piers. The largest viaducts are, that over the Goulburn with 
eight openings of 40 ft. each and two openings of 100 ft. each; the Hughes Creek 
Viaduct, with 10 spans of 42 ft. each; the Broken River Viaduct; with 16 openings 
of 40 ft. each, and one opening of 120 ft.; and Reid’s Creek Viaduct, with 13 spans 
of 40 ft. each. The sleepers are of red gum, 9 ft. x 10 in. x 5 in. The rails for the 
first 116 miles are of steel, of the Vignoles pattern, and weighing 66 lbs. per yard; the 
remainder of the line is laid with iron rails weighing 75 lbs. per yard. 


Williamstown Branch (from Footscray to Williamstown.)—The ruling gradient on: 
this line is 1 in 189; the width of formation 83 feet. The bridges have substantial 
abutments in masonry, and wrought-iron girders. At the port of Williamstown there 
are two piers for large vessels giving a depth of from 22 to 25 feet of water at low 
water, and the construction of a third similar pier has been commenced. There are: 
lines of way from the graving-dock and patent-slip, and extensive workshops for the 
locomotive branch and for the dock. The ballast is of broken blue-stone metal, and 
the sleepers of red-gum timber, 9 ft.x 10in. x 5in. The rails are double-headed 
ron rails, weighing 80 lbs. per yard; and the chairs, weighing 34 Ibs. each, are 
oe to the sleepers with iron pins.

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_ The rails on all the foregoing lines are of iron, of the Vignoles pattern, and of the 
weight shown for each. On the Geelong to Colac line the rails are 75 lbs. per yard 
for five miles out of Geelong, so that heavy engines may be used for the race traffic. — 

Surveys have also been made for 864 miles of railway, in addition to those which 
have been opened for traffic, and to those which are in course of construction. The 
gauge on all the Government lines, constructed or under construction, is 5 ft. 3 in. 

The only company in Victoria is now the Melbourne and Hobson’s Bay United. — It 
has nearly 19 miles of line, and accommodates the principal suburbs on the south side of 
the city of Melbourne, which it also connects with the shipping in Hobson’s Bay by 
means of a pier built by the company at Sandridge. The capital of this company in 
shares and debentures amounts to one million sterling. 


WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 


There were no railways open for traffic in Western Australia on the 31st December 
1875, but two private timber Companies had constructed tramways for the conveyance 
of timber from their mills to the port of shipment. These were worked by tank 
locomotives on a3 ft. 6in. gauge, the sharpest curves being between 3 and 5 chains 
radius, the steepest gradients between 1 in 30 and 1 in 40, and the bridges and culverts 
principally of timber-framing. Three lines of railway have, however, been projected, 
one of which, the Geraldton and Northampton, is in course of construction. This line, 
when completed, will be 34 miles in length, and is intended to connect the port of 
Champion Bay with Northampton, the central township of the mineral district. The 
object of this railway is the reduction of carriage-charges on lead and copper ores from 
the present rate of about 1s. per ton per mile to something less that 6d. ; the difference 
being quite sufficient to give an impulse to mining industry, especially among the 
smaller claims. The date fixed for the completion of the line was the 1st March 1876; 

but six months extension of time has been allowed to the contractor, in consequence of 
the limited supply of labour and of the unforeseen delay in obtaining materials. During 
the course of the formation of the Ime it was found necessary to make considerable 
alterations to the bridges and culverts, as well as deviations and subsidiary works, not 
previously anticipated. The cost of construction will therefore be increased, and it 
is now estimated that it will be at the rate of about 3,500/. per mile. There are no 
engineering difficulties to contend with. The formation width is in cuttings 10 ft. 6 in., 
and on embankments 12 ft. 6in., the gauge being 3ft. 6in. It is not expected that this 
line will provide at first a revenue sufficient to caver the expenses of working ; but it 
is believed that the indirect benefit to the district through which it is to pass will be 
very great. . 

The second of the three projected lines was to connect the head of the Swan River 
Navigation with the Eastern districts, by the Swan and Avon Valleys, and the towns 
of Newcastle, Northam, and York; the distance being about 100 miles. After the 
suryey was made, however, the scheme had to be postponed for a time, as it was felt 
that the means of the colony were not yet sufficient to meet the interest and other 
charges upon such a line. 

- The third projected railway was to connect the port of Fremantle with the city of 
Perth and with Guildford, at the head of the Swan River Navigation, the distance 
being about 20 miles. The cost of construction would, it is estimated, be from 4,000. 
to 5,000/. per mile; the gauge being 3 ft. Gin. It is believed that this line would not 
bea commercial success for a time, but it is a proposal of considerable importance, and 
one ‘which would materially affect the interests of the community. 


British GUIANA. 


The length. of the Demerara Railway, from Georgetown to Mahaica, open for 
traffic on the 31st December 1875, was 21 miles. ‘The line, which is single, and passes 
through a perfectly fiat district, is constructed upon an embankment varying from 
4 to 10 feet above the level of the land, the gauge being 4 {t.85in. The total amount 
of capital at the 31st December 1875 was 275,000/.. The rolling-stock consisted of 
8 locomotives, 17 passenger-vehicles, and 182 goods-vehicles. There are eight stations 
on the line, or about one to every 24 miles. 
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the traffic consists of sugar, molasses, and rum. from, and coal, manure,. 
deaispnonetiog to, the numerous pittatioh through whic: the line passes. Twenty- 
seven of these plantations have sidings in connexion with. the railway, the aggregate 
length of these sidings being about 5 miles, During the year 1875 the total number 
of passengers conveyed was 241,489, of which 27,677 were first-class, 111,072 were 
second-class, and 102,690 were third-class; and the total weight of merchandise of all 
descriptions carried during the same period was 77,680 tons. From this traffic a total 
revenue of 35,9927. was derived ; 13,5417. being on account of passengers, and 22,4517. 
on account of goods. ‘The receipts per mile of railway open were 645/. from passenger- 
traffic, and 1,069/. from goods-traffic, giving a total of 1,714. The working expen+ 
diture is stated to average about 50 per cent. of the gross receipts.

The total length of railway open for public traffic on the 31st December 1875 
was 149 miles, the whole of whichis worked by the Colonial Government. Of this

The Cape Town and Wellington line was constructed in 1862, on the 4 ft. 8% in. 
gauge, by an English Company, under a Government guarantee of six per cent. on 
the capital expended. The branch line, 6 miles in length, also with a gauge of 
4 ft. 83 in., was shortly afterwards carried through the suburban districts to Wynberg 
by a local Company. ‘The former line was purchased by the Colonial Government, in 
1872, for a sum equivalent to 18,300/. per mile. The latter is at present only leased 
to the Government, but an arrangement has been made with the owning Company 
for its purchase at the rate of 12,500/. per mile. The gauge on the remaining 40 miles 
is 3 ft. 6 in., and that on the Cape Town and Wellington line is being reduced to the 
same dimension. The maximum gradient on the broader gauge is 1 in 80, and the limit 
of curves 15 chains radius. On the narrower gauge the maximum ‘gradient is 1 in 40, 
and the limit of curves 5 chains radius. The approximate cost of the lines open for

Of the 176 miles determined upon for the North-Eastern line, 32 miles were opened 
for traffic on the 26th July 1875; and it was proposed to open an additional 22 miles 
on the 10th April 1876. ‘There were further 18 miles of the North-Eastern line under 
construction, leaving 104 miles uncommenced. The works for the above 18 miles 
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had made considerable progress, and it was expected that 72 miles of this line would 
be opened for traffic early in January 1877. The branch railway to Grahamstown, 
36 miles in length, which leaves the North-Eastern line at the 72nd mile, is also under 
construction. Of the 176 miles of the Midland line determined upon, 18 miles were 
opened for traffic on the 22nd September 1875; and 44 miles, under construction, 
were expected to be completed and opened for traffic early in January 1877. There 
were, therefore, on the 31st December 1875, in the eastern district-—

During the session of 1874 the Parliament of the Cape of Good Hope also determined 
upon the construction of the East London and Queenstown Railway, 1574 miles in 
length, with a branch, leaving the main line at a point 33 miles from Hast London, 
to King William’s Town, a distance of 10 miles. The total estimated cost of this 
railway is 1,069,000/., and a length of about 57 miles is expected to be opened before 
the close of the present year. The East London and Queenstown Railway commences 
at the port of East London, British Kaffraria, on the east bank of the Buffalo River, 
and for two thirds of its entire length follows closely the route of the chain of 
military posts established on the frontier by the British Government at the close of 
the last war. It traverses for a distance of 27 miles the division of Hast London by 
way of Fort Jackson (an old military post), and enters the division of King William’s 
Town near the village of Berlin. Following still the chain of old military posts, it 
passes round the eastern slope of the Amatola range of mountains, and enters the 
division of Queenstown near the foot of. the Kaklezeli mountain, at about 75 miles 
from East London. Of the remainder of its course to Queenstown, part lies through 
a rich pastoral district, and throughout the whole of its extent it runs in close 
proximity to the borders of Kafirland. It is believed that this line will materially 
assist in developing the agricultural and other resources, not only of the country 
through which it passes, but also of the provinces beyond Queenstown, into which it 
may eventually be extended. The extension of this line would form the most direct 
route from the seaboard to the Orange Free States and territories lying beyond; and, 
in addition, steam coal of a fair quality is found in the locality of Stornberg, at a 
distance of about 40 miles from: Queenstown. The skilled workmen, and also a 
certain number of navvies employed in the construction of this railway, have been and 
are still being introduced from Europe by the Cape Government; but the bulk of the 
manual labour for the earth-works is furnished by the native tribes. 


In 1874 a general scheme of railway construction was submitted by the ministry and 
approved, under which a sum of nearly five millions sterling (4,805,080/.) is to be 
raised, chiefly on loan at 44 per eent., for the purpose of extending the former lines 
and constructing others so as to connect the principal towns of the interior with the 
seaports of Table Bay, Algoa Bay, and Hast London. The lines thus sanctioned, 
including the East London and Queenstown line, amount in the aggregate to about 
800 miles. One or other of them will no doubt eventually be extended to the Orange 
Free State and the diamond fields, a further distance of 300 or 400 miles. Fair 
progress is being made with all the lines under construction. No less than 9,000 
labourers were employed upon the works at the commencement of this year, of which 
number 7;000 were Kafirs;~and it is hoped that by the end of the allotted period of 
five years the colony will be in possession of close upon‘1,000 miles of railway. The 
gauge on all the Government lines is to be 3 ft. 6 in. 


There is also a line‘of railway in Namaqualand, 93 miles in length, constructed by 
the Cape Copper Mining Company, Limited, and running from Port Nolloth to 
O’okeep. The gauge of. this line is only 2ft. 6in., and mules are the principal 
tractive power, but locomotives are occasionally used. The cost of the construction 
of this railway was approximately 160,000/., and the quantity of ores conveyed 
during the year 1875 was 21,634 tons of 2,000 lbs. each. |

On the Eastern system of railways, the receipts for the period from the dates of ‘the 
opening of the'linés to the end of the year amounted to 13,138/., of which 6,6357. was 
from passenger-traffic and 6,503/7. from’ goods-traflic. The total number of passengers 
conveyed on: the 45 miles of line open for traffic on the 81st December was 493,932, 
exclusive of season-ticket holders. There were 9,767 first-class; 18,627 second: class, 
and 15,233 third:class’ passengers, the remaining 805 being troops. ‘The’ total 
quantity of ‘goods conveyed was 12,443° tons. The -distance travelled by trains was 
32,731 miles, ‘andthe ‘total svorking expenditure during the period from the dates 
of the opening of the lines to the end of the year atnounted to 10,9337. The’ receipts 
per open mile were 292/., and per train mile 96-33d. ; whilst the working expenses were 
2431. per open mile, and. 80°16d. per train mile. 


With regard to the probability of the Government lines proving remuneratiye, it is 
considered to be too early to judge from the actual working over the sections at present 
open for traffic. It will be seen, however, from the foregoing that their prospects are 
fair; and if they should not for some time defray the full charge for interest on the 
capital borrowed for their construction, the increased value given to Crown lands, and 
other incidental advantages, will, it is believed, far more than compensate the colony 
for its outlay. On the Western lines the net receipts would suffice to pay fully four 
per cent. on the amount paid for them by the Government. 


CEYLON. 


The length of railways open for public traffic in Ceylon at the 31st. December 1875 
was 914 miles; viz., the main line from;Colombo to Kandy, 744 miles. in length, and a 
branch line from, Pérddeniya, to Nawalapitiya, 17 miles in length. There, were also 
34 miles of railway in use which had been made solely for the purpose of conveying materials 
for the construction of the Colombo breakwater and harbour works. ‘The length of 
sidings on the main and branch lines is.114 miles. All the railways in Ceylon are the 
property of the Government, 


The Main Line is laid with a’ single litle of way, and on a gauge of 5 ft.6in. The 
_ rails are single-headed flange rails, weighing 72 lbs. per yard; and the sleepers are 
principally. of creosoted Baltic fir; 9 ft. 6 in.x10in.x5 in. For the first 30 miles of 
its length, it passes through a flat, open country; and, where not in cutting, it is carried 
on -low embankments, of sufficient height to. keep the formation, above any but extraor- 
dinary floods. ‘The only work of importance is the bridge across the Kelani river. This 
bridge is S00 feet in length, and is constructed with eight spans of 60 feet each in the 
middle, with seven’ “spans of 21 feet each at one end, and five spans of 21 feet each at the 
other end. The piers of the 60 feet spans are in the river bed, and consist of two thirty- 
inch iron screw-piles each. The girders are of wrought iron; and the piers of the 
21 feet spans, which are only flood openings, and not under water, except at flood time, 
are of brick. The other waterways along this length are all of 21 feet span. Where 
there are not more than two spans, and the bed of the waterway is shallow, the piers and 
abutments are of brick or stone; where the number of spans is,more than two, the 
girders are carried on fourteen-inch screw-piles. ‘Throughout this portion of the line the 
steepest gradient is;1 in.100, and, with the exception of those at the ends of the Kelani 

bridge, there are no curves: of less than twenty chains radius. 
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From the 30th mile the country becomes rough and irregular, and it maintains this 
character to the 52nd mile. The works on this portion are of a heavier character than 
on the preceding, and curves are much more numerous. At the 32nd mile there is a 
tunnel through rock, 137 yards in length, and at the 36th mile the line crosses the 
Maha-oya river, with a bridge 350 feet in length. ‘This bridge consists of five spans of 
60 feet each, and two of 21 feet each; the abutments and piers being of stone, and the 
girders of wrought-iron. There are three other bridges with 60 feet spans—one at the 
43rd mile, and another at the 46th mile, of one span, and one crossing the Rambukkan- 
oya, near the 60th mile, of two spans. At the 52nd mile commences the _ascent of the 
Kaduganndwa incline, which is carried along the side of a lofty precipitous range of 
mountains, necessitating a gradient of 1 in 45 for twelve miles. There are ten tunnels 
on this incline,.which, throughout its entire length, is a succession of 10 chain curves 
varying in direction every few hundred yards. Iron rails were used originally, but their 
wear was so rapid on the curves that this. portion of the line was re-laid with steel rails. 
From Kaduganndwa to Kandy, a distance of ten miles, the country is much of the same 
character as between the 30th and 52nd miles; but repeated crossings of a stream, the 
Nanu Oya, necessitated a number of bridges. In a distance of 6 miles, there is one 
bridge of 60 feet span, one of two 60 feet spans, and a third of one 60 feet and two 21 
feet spans. At the 71st mile the line crosses the Mahawili river by a bridge of two 100 
feet spans, and two 60 feet spans. The girders of these bridges are Warren girders, the 
piers and abutments being of stone. The ruling gradient on this portion of the)line is 
1 in 100, and the limit of curves 10 chains radius. ? 


Néwalapitiya branch. This branch leaves the main line at Pérddeniya, a distance of 
702 miles from Colombo. The country through which the line passes is, for the first 
five miles, favourable for construction ; but beyond this the country is rough and broken, 
necessitating the use of sharp curves and steep gradients. The ruling curve is 10 chains 
radius; and the gradients between Pérddeniya and Gampola, a distance of 73 miles, 
are 1 in 70, and between:Gampola and Nawalapitiya, 1 in 50. There are no tunnels 
on this branch, the principal difficulties in construction being the heavy cuttings, on 
sidelong ground, of a wet and slippmg character. There are two bridges of 60 feet 
span, and one of 100 feet span, all with Warren girders; for the minor waterways the 
bridges are of 21 feet span. 

The only railway under construction is one of about 114 miles in length, from 
Colombo to Moratuwa, and it is expected that the works will be sufficiently advanced 
to admit of its being opened for traffic by the Ist January 1877. This railway will 
consist of a single line of way, with a gauge of 5 ft. 6 in. ; the rails being single-headed 
flange rails, weighing 60 Ibs. per yard; and the sleepers of creosoted Baltic timber, 
9 ft. X 10 in. X 5in. The works are rather heavy for the first mile, where the line 
passes through the town, and has also to cross the Colombo Lake at two points, with an 
embankment and bridge in each case. Beyond this the work becomes exceptionally 
light, the line ranning along the sea shore over low flat land for almost the entire length 
to Moratuwa. There are three low bridges on this portion, with abutments and piers 
of brick, and with wrought-iron girders. Two of these bridges have spans of 40 feet, 
the other having spans ot 21 feet. The sum voted for the construction of this line was 
70,0002, and the district through which it runs being thickly populated, a large 
passenger traffic is expected. 


No other railway has yet been determined upon, but surveys are being made for the 
following lines :— 
(1.) An extension of the main line from Kandy to Matalé, a distance of about 18 
miles. 


(2.) A continuation of the branch line from Nawalapitiya to Uva, a distance of from 
70 to 90 miles. 


(3.) A continuation to Kalutara, a distance of about 14 miles, of the line now being 
constructed to Moratuwa, 


(4.) A short line of about 4 miles in length from the Colombo harbour to Mat- 
takkuliya. 

At the 31st December 1875 the main line and its branches were worked by 31 

locomotives, being in the proportion of 1 locomotive to every 3 miles of railway open. 

There were 6 passenger, 19 goods, 4 incline, and 2 shunting locomotives. The 4 bank- 

engines are exclusively employed in working the Kaduganndwa incline at a slow speed.

The number of vehicles employed in passenger - trains was 71, and.in goods trains 369. 
The goods traffic consists almost entirely of coffee, rice, and artificial manure. Wood is 
to a large extent used as fuel for locomotives, the consumption of fuel last year having 
been 2,600 tons of coal, and 31,000 cubic yards of wood, 10 cubic yards of the wood 
being equivalent to 1 ton of coal. Bank-engines working at their full power, ascending 
the Kadugannawa incline, consume | cwt. of coal per mile, and evaporate 1,400 gallons 
of water in the 12 miles ascent. 


The main line was completed and opened for traffic throughout on the Ist August 
1867. The capital account was closed within five months of the date of the opening 
of the line, and since that time all new works have been paid for out of revenue. The 
cost per mile of railway constructed was 24,371/.; and, at the date of closing the 
account, the expenditure amounted to 1,738,483/. In the year 1875 the net earnings 
of this line amounted to 176,604/., or to 10:2 per cent. on the capital expended. The 
capital expenditure on the Ndwalapitiya branch, which is not quite finished, up to the 
31st December 1875, amounted to 258,991/., and the line will probably be entirely 
completed for a sum not exceeding 272,000/., equal to 16,000/. per mile. The net 
earnings of this railway for the year.1875 amounted to 14,918/., or to 5°8 per cent. on 
the capital expenditure. 

The following statement shows the amount of traffic and of the receipts from each 
source for the year ended 31st December 1875, on the lines open for traffic :—

The total working expenditure of the main line, exclusive of the expenditure out of 
revenue on new works, amounted to 80,488/., and of the branch line to 16,255/., giving 
a total of 96,7437. The net profit on the main line was, therefore, 176,604/., and on 
the branch line, 14,918/.; and the proportion of expenditure to receipts was for the 
main line 31 per cent., and for the branch line 52 per cent. The receipts per open 
mile amounted to 3,45!/. on the main line, and to 1,834/. on the branch line; the 
expenses to 1,080/. on the main line, and to 956/. on the branch line ; and the net profit 
to 2,371/. on the main line, and to 878/. on the branch line. The receipts, expenses, 
and net profit per train-mile were for the main line, 197°6d., 61°9d., and 135:7d., 
respectively ; whilst for the branch line they were 114:3d., 59°6d., and 54°7d., 
respectively. 


Dominion oF Canapa.* 


The total length of railways open for traffic in the Dominion of Canada on the 30th 
June 1875 was 4,443 miles. There were further 343 miles in the United States belong- 
ing to Canadian companies; but 124 of the 4,443 miles of railway in the Dominion of 
Canada were leased to United States companies. Of the total of 4,786 miles worked in 
connection with the Dominion railways, 2,055 miles were laid with steel rails, and 2,731 
miles with iron rails. One portion of a railway has a double line of way for 79 miles, 
viz., the Great Western, between Glencoe and Windsor. Steel rails are being generally

There were also 40 miles of railway with a gauge of 4 ft. 85 in., which, although com- 
pleted, were not open for traffic on the 30th June 1875; and in addition there were 
2,331 miles under construction at that. date, 2,233 miles with a gauge of 4 ft. 83 in., 
and 98 miles with a gauge of 3.ft.6 in. If these lines are completed and opened. for 
traffic, there will be a total length of 6,814 miles of railway in the Dominion of Canada, 
Several companies, have obtained charters for the construction of stailways, other than 
the foregoing, in various parts of the Dominion, many of them having. received promises 
of aid from the different Provincial Governments. and from, the Municipalities through 
which their lines will pass. The following is a statement of the expenditure of the 
Dominion and Local Governments, and of the Municipalities, for railway. purposes up. to 
the 30th June 1875, as far as regards those lines which were open for traffic. or actually 
under construction at that date, but not including . railways which had not been 
commenced : —

-\ The year 1875 being the first in which any attempt at collecting general statistics with 
regard to the capital, traffic, receipts, and expenditure, &c. of railways in the Dominion 
of Canada was made, the returns are necessarily incomplete to a great extent. Those 
relating to the amount of capital raised and the cost of construction, the numbers of 
passengers and the tonnage of goods conveyed, and the train-mileage, can none of them 
be relied upon for accuracy. ‘The returns relating to the receipts and working expenses 
are in a more satisfactory state. From these it appears that the total receipts of the 
Canadian railways for the year ended the 30th June 1875, exclusive of the lines in the 
Dominion which were leased to United States companies, but inclusive of those in 
the United States owned by.Canadian companies, amounted to 4,036,699/. The total 
worxing expenditure for the same period and for the same lines was 3,286,569/.

“The net* profit was, therefore, '750,130/.; the proportion of expenditure to’ receipts 
being 81 per cent. The total amount of the bonded debt of the railways, the réceipts’ 
and expenditure of which are given above, is stated to be about 14,700,000/.; so that the 
net profit would suffice to pay interest on that amount at the rate of about 5 per cent., 
leaving nothing for the share capital or the loans from the different governments and the 
municipalities. The length of the railways for which-the receipts:and expenditure are 
stated was 4,662 miles. ‘The receipts per open mile were, therefore, 856/., the working 
expenses 705/., and the net profit 1611. 4 

The number of engines employed upon the 4,662 miles of railway above mentioned’ 
was. 971, or about 1 to every 5 miles; the number of passenger vehicles was 986, or 
about 1 to every 4% miles; the number of vehicles for the conveyance of minerals 
(coal and iron ore) was 1,050, of which 900 were on the Intercolonial Railway ; and the 
number of other vehicles, including platform cars, was 19,171, or about.4 to every mile. 

‘There are 4,781 level crossings, 126 of which are guarded by watchmen; and ,312 
overhead bridges over the different lines of railway, varying in height from 15 ft..6 in. 
t0 30 ft. above the level of the rails. There are also, 58 level crossings of other railways, 
95 junctions with other railways, and 52 junctions with branch lines. The radius of the 
sharpest: curve is 400 feet, which occurs on the Prince Edward’s Island Railway, a line 
constructed with a gauge of 3 ft.6 in. The sharpest curve on a railway with a gauge 
of 4 ft. 84 in. has a radius of 442 feet. 

There were several small lines of railway in connection with the collieries of Nova 
Scotia and Cape Breton, which were used exclusively for the carriage of coal, &c. from 
the mines. The total length of these lines on the 30th June 1875 was 110 miles, 41 
miles being in Nova Scotia, and 69 miles in Cape Breton; and the total number of 
engines employed upon them was 30, and of mineral waggons 1,430, 


InpIA. 


The following information relative to railways in India has been compiled from the 
_ Report* of Mr. Danvers, for the year 1875. 

There were, exclusive of sidings, 6,461 miles of railway open for traffic on the 
31st December 1875, of which 769 miles were laid with two or ngre lines, and 5,692 
miles with a single line of rails. Of this total, the length of the Guaranteed Railways 
was 5,710 miles, of which 769 miles were laid with two or more lines, and 4,941 miles 
with a single line; and the length of the State Railways was 751 miles of single line. 

The total amount of capital expended on the State lines up to the 31st December 
last was 12,070,135/., and on the Guaranteed lines up to the 31st March last 93,720,794/. 
The amount of capital raised by the Companies under the guarantee at the 31st March 
last was 95,072,441/., divisible in the following manner :—

The total amount advanced by the Government to the different Companies on account 
of guaranteed interest up to the 31st December last was 56,924,522/., the sums advanced 
during 1875 having amounted to 4,650,346/. Of the total sum of 56,924,522/., 
31,230,932/. had been repaid by the Companies up to the 30th June 1875, the interest 
for the half-year ended at that date not being paid until the succeeding half-year ; the 
net amount advanced up to the 30th June 1875 was, therefore, 25,693,590/. 


During the year ended 31st December 1875, the gross receipts of the railways in 
India amounted to 7,299,247/., the receipts of the Guaranteed lines having been 7,001,066/., 
and of the State lines 298,181/. These amounts were made up in the. following

The net. revenue of the Indian Railways for the year ended the 31st December 1875, 
amounted to 3,627,194/., the profit on the Guaranteed. lines being 3,555,840/., and on 
the State lines 71,3547. The proportion of working expenditure to gross receipts was 
50 per cent.; om the Guaranteed lines it was 49 per cent.;, and on the State lines 76 per 
cent. 

The receipts, expenses, and net revenue per open mile were 1,129/., 568/7., and 5611., 
respectively ; on the Guaranteed.lines they were 1,226/., 603/., and 623/.; and on the 
State lines, 3977, 302/., and 95/.. The train-mileage receipts, expenditure, and net 
revenue for all the railways in India were 99°4d.,,50-Od., and 49°4d., respectively. The 
receipts per train-mile on the Guaranteed railways were 100°8d., and on the State lines 
76°3d.; and the expenses per train-mile on the Guaranteed lines were 49:6d., and on the 
State lines 58:1d.; so that the net revenue per train-mile on the. Guaranteed lines was 
51-2d., and on the State lines. 18°2d. 

In considering the foregoing returns of revenue and expenditure, certain exceptional 
circumstances must be borne in mind. During the latter portion of the year 1875 the 
passenger-traflic was considerably augmented by the numbers of people who assembled 
at various placesto greet. His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales; but the depressed 
state of trade had an injurious effect generally upon the whole of the railway traffic. 
Great. damage having been done by floods, a large amount had to be expended upon in- 
ereased protective works, and for repairs and, restorations. It is doubted whether the 
whole of the sums so expended were strictly chargeable against revenue,, but the effect 
was to enlarge the expenditure on revenue account considerably. ; 

As regards the rolling-stock employed upon the Indian Railways during the year 1875, 
the number of locomotive-engines was 1,234, or about 1 to every 5 miles of line 
open for traffic; of passenger-carriages 3,223, or about 1 to every 2 miles; and of goods- 
waggons 25,457, or nearly 4 per mile. On the State lines the number of locomotives 
in use was 104, or about 1 to every 7 miles; of passenger-vehicles 329, or 1 to 
every 24 miles; and of goods-waggons 1,692, or about 24 per mile. On. the 
Guaranteed lines the number of locomotives was 1,130, of passenger-vehicles 2,894, and 
of goods-waggons 23,765, the numbers per mile of line open being the same as those 
stated: for the whole of the Indian Railways. 

Mention may here be made of the steam flotilla on the Indus, which, during the. year 
1875, carried 9,860 passengers and 41,466.tons of goods. ‘The receipts from this traffic 
amounted to 85,0301., of which 6,482/. was on account of passengers, and 78,548/. on account 
of goods, The total working expenditure was 67,8701., so that the net revenue amounted 
to 17,160/., and the proportion of expenditure to gross receipts was 80 per cent. 

Returns to a later date than the 31st December show that 6,497 miles of railway were 
open for traffic, of which length 5,728 miles were constructed with a single line of rails, 
and that 2,978 miles remained to be finished. The gauge on 5,676 miles of the extent of 
line open’ for’ traffic was 5 ft. 6 in.; 794 miles having a gauge of 3 ft. 32 in., and 27 
miles a gauge of 4 ft. Of the length of railway remaining to be finished, 503 miles 
were either in course of construction or proposed to be constructed by the Guaranteed 
Companies, and 2,475 miles by the State. ‘The total length of sidings in existence on 
the 31st December 1875 was 947 miles, the extent owned by the Guaranteed Companies 
being 884 miles, and by the State 63 miles. 
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Mr. Danvers, the Government Director of Indian Railway Companies, who, in 1875, 
personally visited all the railways in India, concludes his Report as follows :—‘* The im- 
«© pressions left after a personal inspection of the railways are briefly these,—That they 
“ are conferring immense benefits on the country ; that they are upon the whole in good 
“ condition, and carefuily managed; that they may do more ‘than has hitherto been 
¢ done for the development of traffic, and for the increase of profits; that a decrease in 
“ the rates of some of the present charges for conveyance, and an increase of facilities 
“ would assist to accomplish these objects; that measures of this description have been and 
“ are still being taken; that close attention is required to the expenses of working and 
“ maintenance in order to secure economy; that the extension of the present system, 
“ and the construction of light feeders is much to be desired, whenever the state of the 
“ finances of the country admits of the necessary expenditure.”» 


JAMAICA. 


There were 254 miles of railway open for traffic in Jamaica on the 31st December 
1875, of which 12 miles, between Spanish Town and Old Harbour, were opened in 
1869, and the remainder from Kingston to Spanish Town, and thence to the Angels, in 
1845. The country through which the line passes being in general nearly level, there 
are no embankments or cuttings of any importance, and there are no steep gradients 
or sharp curves. All the bridges and culverts are formed with timber, excepting the 
bridge over the Rio Cotre, which has iron lattice girders of about 90 ft. span. The: 
gauge is 4 ft. 83 in. No extension of railways has been determined upon or is under 
construction. 

The total amount of capital-raised for the purposes of this railway was 240,000/. ; 
180,000/. being for the old line, and 60,000/. for the extension from Spanish Town to 
Old. Harbour. No dividends have been paid upon this capital since 1869, the net 
profits having been devoted to paying off the above-mentioned 60,0007. During the 
year ended on the 25th September 1875 there were carried upon the railway 117,169 
passengers, and 20,031 tons of general merchandise ; in addition to which there were 
also conveyed live stock of various descriptions to the number of 1,644, besides 165 
carriages, 115,100 bundles of wood, and 397,081 bundles of grass. The total revenue 
in 1875 amounted to 28,024/., and the working expenses to 15,510/.; so that 67 per 
cent. of the gross receipts were expended in earning them, and a net profit of 7,514/. 
remained. The gross receipts per mile of line open amounted to 903/., the working’ 
expenditure to 608/., and the net profit to 2957. 

With regard to railway requirements, it is generally considered that an extension 
from Old Harbour to Porus, a distance of about 25 miles, would be advantageous to 
the public, and would give a fair return for the outlay. 


MAURITIUS. 


The total length of railway open for traffic in the Mauritius on the 31st of December 
1875 was 66 miles. There were two lines, viz., the North line, 31 milesin length, and 
the Midland line, 35 miles in length. The gauge is 4 ft. 83 in. 

Port Louis, the capital of the island, is situated almost in the centre of the two lines. 
The North line passes through a sugar-growing country devoid of towns, and termi- 
nates at a small fishing-village. The ruling gradient is] in 80. Thereare 12 stations 
in the 31 miles, or about 1 to every 23 miles. There are also three iron-girder bridges, 
of 80 feet span; one viaduct, 590 feet in length, on screw piles; and 65 level-crossings of 
public roads or for occupation purposes, at 42 of which gate-keepers are stationed. The 
Midland line starts from the central station at Port Louis, passes over the table-land 
of the island, and proceeds in a south-easterly direction to Mahébourg, a. small village 
and military post. The ruling gradient is 1 in 27, and there is a total rise of 1,822 ft. 
in 16 miles. Of the total length of 35 miles, the length of straight line is 89,467 ft., 
whilst there is.a length of 24,165 ft. with curves varying in radius from 950 to 1,950 ft., 
of 49,710 ft. with curves varying in radius from 2,000 to 3,600 ft., and of 25,560 ft. 
with curves of above 4,000 ft. radius. There are 15 stations upon the line, or about 
1 to every 24 miles; two bridges, 630 and 290 ft. in length respectively, and 75 public 
road or occupation level-crossings, at 50 of which gate-keepers are stationed. 
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There were also 45 miles of railway under construction on the 3lst December 1875, 
to form the first portion of a branch from the Midland line towards the south of the 
Savanne district. This branch will ultimately be 11 miles in length. 

The gross receipts increased from 78,0273. in 1866 to 118,954/. in 1875, which latter . 
year showed a decrease of about 10,0007. on 1874. It was estimated, on the con- 
- struction of the North line in 1863, that the traffic in sugar would be very considerable ; 
but owing to a succession of droughts the production of the Windward portion of the 
_ island, through which the line passes, was very seriously diminished. The quantity of 
merchandise conveyed upon this line decreased from 36,848 tons in 1869 to 24,052 tons 
in 1875. Similar reasons, aggravated by a serious epidemic of fever in 1867, caused a 
reduction in the number of passengers using the line from 549,948 in 1866 to 392,435 
in 1875. The traffic on the Midland line has, on the other hand, very much increased 
since its opening in 1865. A large extent of forest land having been put under sugar 
cultivation, the total quantity of merchandise conveyed increased from 14,042 tons in 
1868 to 26,303 tons in 1875. Since the fever epidemic, many persons previously 
inhabitants of Port Louis have taken advantage of this line to reside in the higher and 
cooler parts of the island. The number of passengers carried consequently increased 
from 360,624 in 1868 to 696,296 in 1875. 

A very fertile portion of the island is still unprovided with railways, in the Moka 
and Trois-Islots districts; and it is believed that a branch, about 11 miles in length, 
which might be constructed at a moderate rate per mile, would be a valuable feeder to 
the Main line. 


NATAL. 


There were about 53 miles of railway open for traffic in this colony on the 
31st December 1875, constructed with a single line of rails, and on a gauge of 
4 ft. 83in. The line runs through a perfectly level and for the most part sandy 
country, and connects the point or landing place at Port Natal with Durban and the 
Ungeni River, near its mouth. From the point to Durban, a distance of about 2 
miles, the line is the property of a Company, and from Durban to the Ungeni it is the 
property of, and was constructed by, the Government. The portion of the line 
belonging to the Government is, however, leased to the Company owning the 
. remainder, and who therefore work the line throughout. 

In addition to this line, 119 miles of railway had been determined upon up to the 
3ist December 1875, and a loan of 1,200,000/. has been approved by the Legislative 
Council, to be raised for the purpose of carrying on the works under contract. The 
following are the lines proposed to be constructed under this contract :— 


1. Main Lime.—From Durban to Pietermaritzburg, total length, 78 miles. 


Il. North Coast Line——From the present terminus at the Ungeni to the town of 
Verulam. Total length, 28 miles. 


Lil. South Coast Line-—From a point on the main line, 42 miles from Durban, to 
the village of Isipingo. Total length, 13 miles. 


The loan also provides for the construction of a line to replace the existing one from 
the Point to Durban, to be a junction with the Main and North Coast lines; but this 
railway is not included in the contract which has been entered into for the construction 
of those above mentioned. The whole of these railways are to be single lines, and the 
gauge is to be 3 ft. 6 in. throughout. Surveys have also been made for a line of rail- 
way to connect Pietermaritzburg with the Transvaal, passing through the Newcastle 
district, where good coal exists in large quantities. 

Natal is very much in need of railways. The roads are bad and difficult to keep 
in repair, and transport, carried on almost exclusively by waggons drawn by oxen, 
is necessarily very slow. Above all, the agricultural and mineral wealth of the 
colony cannot be properly developed without the aid of railways opening up the remote 
districts. There is every probability that in a few years Natal will possess a 

system of railways which will exercise a beneficial influence upon its commerce and 
industries, and. afford easy communication with the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
States. |

All the railways in New Zealand have a single line of way only, and are constructed 
to a gauge of 3 ft. 6in., with the exception of the line from Lyttleton to Amberley, 
which has a gauge of 5ft.3in. All the foregoing lines form portions of a compre- 
hensive system of railways for the whole colony which was proposed to and adopted 
by the General Assembly in 1871, and which is now in course of construction. ‘This 
proposed system consists of :— . 

North Island : . 

1st. Main trunk line from Kaipara to Wellington 

2nd. A branch from Napier to join the main line. 

3rd. A branch from New Plymouth to join the main line. 

Ath. A coal railway from the mines at Kawa-Kawa to the Port. 


Middle Lsiand : : 
1st. Main trunk line from the Bluff to Picton, bifurcating to Nelson. 


2nd. A branch from the main line to Kingston, on Lake Wakatipu. 
3rd. A branch to the West Coast. 

4th. Several small branches for local traffic. 

5th. Coal railways from the Grey and Buller mines. . 

The Provincial Governments of Otago and Canterbury have also constructed some 
branch railways which are included im the foregoing table of mileage. Before 1871, 
when the General Government undertook the construction of railways, the Provincial 
Government of Otago had already made a line from the Bluff to Winton, a distance 
of 89 miles. The Provincial Government of Canterbury had, also constructed 29 miles 
of railway from Lyttleton through Christchurch, and then running southwards. The 
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only engineering work of importance on these lines is the Moorhouse tunnel between 

‘Lyttleton and Christchurch, which is 2,850 yards in length and through volcanic rock. 
The works on all the several sections of the General Government railways are of 

the same general character. 


Bridges.—There are about 15 miles of bridging, either built or now in course of 
construction, of spans varying up to 160 feet. The smaller bridges are entirely of 
timber. , For larger spans the tension members are of wrought iron, and the compres- 
sion members of timber. The Waitaki Bridge, however, consisting of 110 spans of 
33 feet each, is entirely of iron. — 


Tunnels.—There are about 34 miles of tunnel 15 ft. high and 12 ft. wide at springing 
of arch, besides the Moorhouse Tunnel previously mentioned. 


Ourves and Gradients.—"Excepting in Canterbury and Southern Otago, the country 
through which the lines have been built is very mountainous, and severe curves and 
gradients have been adopted in order to keep the first cost within reasonable limits. 
In the South Island the minimum radius of curves is 73 chains on the main line, and 
five chains on branches. In the North Island five-chain curves cccur on the main 
lines. The steepest gradient is one in 35, but is not of frequent occurrence. Thirty 
miles from Wellington there is an incline of one in 15 for 24 miles, on which a centre- 
rail engine will be used. 


Rails.—The rails weigh. 40 Ibs. and 52 lbs, to the yard, except for the less important 
branch railways, on which they weigh only 30 lbs. 

Sleepers.—The sleepers are 7 feet long, and spaced about 2,000 to the mile. 

Ballast —The ballast is 15 inches deep. 

Stations.—These are principally of wood, with platforms 1 ft. 6 in. above the rails. 


Rolling-Stock :— 


Locomotives.—The general type of engine is a six-wheeled tank engine, with cylinders 
10% in. in diameter, and 18 in. stroke, and with wheels 3 ft. in diameter, all coupled. 
A larger class of engine has 14 in. cylinders and 20 in. stroke, with six wheels coupled, 
3 ft. 6in. in diameter, and a leading two-wheeled bogie. The Fairlie engine, with four 
cylinders, 10 in. diameter, is also in use for the most curved sections. Smaller engines 
with four wheels are used on the branch lines. 


Oarriages.—The carriages have doors at each end and a central passage, the seats 


‘being arranged as in anomnibus. They are fitted for first and second class passengers 


only. They are 31 ft. long, supported on six wheels, the end axles being moveable on 
a radial arm, and the middle axle haying lateral play. . 


Waggons.—The waggons are 15 ft. long and 7 ft. wide, and fitted to carry five tons. 
They are on four wheels, with 8 ft. '6in. of wheel-base ; the wheels being 2 ft. 6 in. in 
diameter, and the tyres of steel.. The buffers are central, and 2 ft. 43 in. above rail 
level. | ) 

The average speed is about 16 miles an hour, including stoppages; the running 
speed being from 20 to 25 miles an hour. | 

The quantity of rolling-stack supplied averages about one locomotive for every 10 
miles, one carriage for every two miles, and two waggons for every mile. 

The average cost of the New Zealand railways constructed by the General Govern 
ment, including land, rolling-stock, and all departmental and other charges, will be 
about 6,200. per mile. It has been largely increased by the high price paid for rails 
The wages of unskilled labourers averages about one shilling per hour. | 

The system of railways previously described as that which the Government propose 
to construct will, it is believed, fully meet the requirements of the colony if supple- 


_ mented by branch lines where necessary. The progress of railway construction in this 
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colony is shown by the following statement of lengths opened for traffic at various 
dates :—

The receipts per mile of railway open were thus 302/., the working expenditure 
233/., and the net profit 69/.; the receipts, expenditure, and net profit per train-mile 
being 60d., 46d., and 14d. respectively.

TASMANIA. 


There were 167 miles of railway open for traffic in Tasmania on the 31st December 
1875. Of this total, the Launceston and Western Railway, 45 miles in length, is the 
property of the Colonial Government; and the Tasmanian Main line, 122 miles in 
length, the property of an English limited Company. 

The gauge on the Launceston and Western Railway is 5 ft. 3 in. The line runs from 
Launceston, the chief town and port of Tasmania, through the principal grain-growing 
districts, to the town of Deloraine, which is the centre of a rich agricultural country. 
The number of passengers conveyed upon this line during the year 1875 was 92,122, 
and the total weight of goods 25,837 tons, the train-mileage being 89,650 miles. The 


gross-receipts during the same period amounted to 19,436/., and the working expendi- 


ture to 16,213/., or 83 per cent. of the gross-receipts, a net profit of 38,2237. remaining. 
The receipts per open mile were therefore 432/., the working expenses 360/., and the 
net profit 72/.;. the receipts, expenses, and net profits per train mile being 52d., 43d., 
and 9d. respectively. The following statement shows the principal results of working 
this line, which became the property of the Government in August 1872, for each of 
the years 1873, 1874, and 1875 :—

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It is proposed to extend the Launceston and Western Railway beyond Deloraine, its 
present terminus, to the North-west Coast, and thus to give railway facilities to a dis- 
trict which is being rapidly developed. This extension would add 30 miles to its 
existing length. 


Tasmanian Main Line.—The period allowed for the construction of this railway 
terminated in March 1876. The line runs from Hobart Town to Launceston; the - 
auge being 3 ft. 6 in., the limit of curves 4 chains radius, and the maximum gradient 
i in 40. ‘The colony guarantees interest at the rate of five per cent. per annum 
on asum not exceeding 650,000/. for 30 years from the date of the opening of the 
line, provided the company fulfil certain conditions. The principal of these conditions 
are, that the company run two trains each way per day over the entire length of the 
line, one at the rate of 23 miles an hour, and the other at the rate of 10 miles an hour. 
The railway was partially opened for traffic in October 1875, but the Government 
could forward no accounts of traffic, receipts, or working expenses, in respect of that 

portion, for the period of the year 1875 during which it was open.

unless conditions were inserted in the certificate which would ensure for 

his shares an equally advantageous position with any additional capital, 
whether raised by preference shares or otherwise. 


In the case of the Severn and Wye Railway and Canal Company, the Company 
having failed to serve upon the owners of adjoining lands the notice required by 
No. 8 of the General Rules annexed to the Act, the clauses extending the 
time for the sale of superfluous lands were withdrawn by the promoters. 


In the case of the Isle of Wight Railway Company the Beare of Trade were 
unable to regard the objection made as sufficient. 


In the case of the Ravenglass and Eskdale Railway Company the Board of 
Trade considered that as the objector had made his own terms with the Com- 
pany, the conditions asked for should not be inserted. 


The several requirements of the Act having been duly complied with in the 
above cases, and the Board of Trade having been satisfied that the members of 
the Company had in each case approved of the applications in the same manner 
as would be required under the Standing Orders of Parliament in the case of a. 
Bill, and in the case of the Culm Valley Light Railway, that the amended cer- 
tificate had been submitted to and duly approved by a second special meeting 
called for the purpose, and no objections, other than those above referred to, 
having been made to any of the applications, the draft certificates were settled 
by the Board of Trade and laid before both Houses of Parliament at the follow- 
ing dates :—

In the estimates forthe current year provision has been made for the by nent 
of the final balances of the debts due to the Public Works Loan Commissioners, 
and as the sums required for that purpose have been certified by the various 
county roads boards, and will be paid at once, the debts charged upon the 


counties of South Wales under the South Wales Turnpike Act of 1844 are now 


virtually extinguished. 


The following particulars of the various loans and their repayment are there- 


fore submitted :— 


Under the provisions of the South aice Turnpike Act (7 and 8 Victoria 
c. 91) the debts of the various turnpike trusts in South Wales were redeemed 
by advances made by the Public Works Loan Commissioners, to be repaid by 
annuities extending over thirty years. The payment of the annuities was secured, 


should the tolls not furnish sufficient funds for that purpose, as well as for the — 


maintenance of the roads, by a charge on each county of the nature of a county 
rate. The details of the charges made upon each county and the annuities pay- 
able to the Public Works’ Loan Commissioners are’ shown in the following 
Table :—. ..

It will be observed that the greater part of the annuities terminated during 


' the past year, and that of those that remain, one annuity in each county will 
' terminate on 25th March 1876, while three annuities would run on to the 


30th September 1876, one to the 30th September 1877, and one to the 30th Sep- 
tember 1879. It has however, been proposed, as these annuities are small, 
that the balance of principal and interest on all of them should be paid on the 
25th of March 1876. This proposal has in all cases been adopted by the county 
roads boards, and in one county the balance due to the Public Works Loan 


Commissioners has already been paid. 


The amounts of the annuities payable, compared with the length of turnpike 
roads retained as county roads, and the rateable values of the different counties, 
are as follows:— .

The total sum of 217,020/. 7s. 8d., which was advanced by the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners to the six counties of South Wales, has been 
repaid, both principal and interest, by instalments amounting to.11,393 /. 12s. 
per annum. The aggregate amount paid in liquidation of the debts has been 
341,078/. 4s., of which 74,5761. 8s. 5d. has been paid from the toll revenues, 
and 266,501 /. 15s. 7d. from county road rates. Full details of the payments 

made year by year are given in the annexed tabular statement. 

The proportions paid from the toll receipts and from ce~nty road rates have ’ 
varied a good deal in the different counties and under altering circumstances. 
By the introduction of railways the through traffic was almost entirely diverted 
from the roads, and the toll gates, placed to suit the old conditions of the traffic, 
often failed to catch a fair share of the new local traffic which the railways 
created. In most counties a serious loss of revenue 1.sulted, which, followed 
as it was by increasing prices and rising wages, has lattz.ly left the toll receipts 
barely sufficient for the maintenance of 1 tne Toads. 

in Glamorganshire, the payments from the toll receipts towards the annuities 
have amounted to 25,2267. 12 s. 10 d., equal to rather more than 23 percent. 
of the whole sum paid to tne Public Works Loan Commissioners; most of these 
payments have.been made since the year 1861, before which considerable sums 
were spent on various improvements on the roads. Owing to the increasing 
trade of the county the opening of railways did not injuriously affect the revenue 
from tolls, which in recent years has increased rapidly, and in 1874 reached the 
sum of 13,0161. 

In Camarthenshire the tolls have supplied a larger sum, 33,9331. 4s. 4 d., 
and a still larger 3 -centage, viz., nearly 35 per cent. of the payments to the 
Public Works Loan, ( Commissioners ; large payments were made. from the tolls 
towards the annuities from the first, and were continued, with an intermission 
in 1855-1856, after heavy damages had been caused by floods, down to 1869. 
The toll revenues, which had been as much as 9,000 /. in 1851, gradually 
declined as the openings of successive railways diverted the traffic, until in 1869 
they were less than 6,000/., and further contributions towards the payment of 
the annuities ceased.. The falling off in the toll receipts has continued, and the 
tolls for 1876 are let for 5,150/. The length of county roads in Carmarthenshire

is greater in proportion to its wealth than in any other county, except Radnor, 
and the rise of prices has been considerable, so that the tolls are now insufficient 
to keep the roads in proper order without the aid from the county road rate 
rendered available by the Act of last Session. 

The payments from tolls in aid of the annuities in Pembrokeshire have 
amounted to 7,809 /. 14s. 4s., or 32 per cent. of the whole sum paid. In 1854 
the openmg of the South Wales Railway to Haverfordwest was followed by a 
fall in the amount of toll lettings, and contributions from the tolls, which had 
been made annually since 1845, ceased for five years. The toll income, how- 
ever, again increased to a higher amount than before, and reached 2,486/. in 
1862, but in 1866 the opening of the railway trom Whitland to Tenby and 
Pembroke, at once caused a drop from 2,183 /. to 1,861 72. in the toll lettings, 
the loss being entirely at those gates affected by the diversion of the traffic to 
the railway. The tolls have nevertheless aided in paying the annuities down 
to 1873. Pembrokeshire has had a smaller length of turnpike, road compared 
with its wealth than any other county, until the recent rapid increase in the 
rateable value of Glamorgan. 

In Cardiganshire payments from tolls to the amount of 3,1627. 10s. 8d., 
or 153, per cent. of the whole, have been made towards the annuities. The 
opening of the railway into the county from Carmarthen to Lampeter and 
Strata Florida in 1866, coincided with a fall in the toll lettings from 2,694 /. to 
2,335 2., and the termination of payments from the tolls towards the annuities. 

In Breconshire 4,255 1. 4s: 4d. has been paid out of the tolls in aid of the 
county road rate, or 63 per cent. of the whole sum paid in liquidation of the 
debt.. In 1853 the county roads suffered severely from floods, and it was 
necessary to raise a fresh loan of 1,200/. from private-sources to repair. 
damages. After this there were no payments from tolls towards the annuities 
until 1862, when they were resumed for a few years until 1866, when they 
finally ceased. The introduction of railways into the county in 1864, was 
followed by a fall in the toll revenues from 3,780/. to 2,834/., and with the 
extension of railways the receipts soon diminished to the extent of another 
400 /. a year, and the tolls are now let for 2,205 7. Under these circumstances, 
it has been with difficulty that the roads have been maintained, and any pay- 
ment from tolls in aid of annuities has been impossible. 

In Radnorshire, the payments made from tolls towards the annuities, 
amounting to 89/. 11s. 1d., appear to have arisen from irregularities. The 
tolls have been all along insufficient for the repairs of the roads, the length of 
which is far greater in proportion to the wealth of the county than in any 
county of South Wales. Haulage of materials for the repairs of the roads at 

‘the cost of the parishes, under the provisions of the Act, has therefore always 
been resorted to. The diminution in toll receipts, consequent upon the intro- 
duction of railways, has been from 2,222 /. in 1863 to 1,202 /. in 1875. 

The county road rates required have depended principally on the rateable 
value of the counties, as compared with the annuities pavable, though the sums 
afforded by the toll receipts have often considerably modified the amount of 
rate. : 

In Glamorgan there has always been a rate varying from ;d. to 12d. in the 
pound, 

In Carmarthenshire the whole annuities were paid from the tolls in several 

_ years previous to 1852, and there was no rate. In other years the county 
road rate has ranged from j d. to 2§ d. in the pound. 

In Pembrokeshire, from 1863 to 1865, there was no county road rate, the 
tolls paying the annuity ; in other, years the rate has varied from 4d. to 8d. in | 
the pound. 

In Cardiganshire, after the two first years of payment of the annuity, there 
has been a county road rate of 3d. to 1 d. in the pound. 

In Breconshire the county road rate has. been heavier than in any other 
county. A rate of 3d. in 1846 was succeeded by a 3d. rate in the following 
year, and al] subsequent rates have been from 2 d. to 23 d. in the pound. 

In Radnorshire, a county road rate of 13 d. in the pound, falling of late years 
with the increased rateable value of the county to 13.d., has been levied. 

The results of the system of management followed for the past 30 years in 
South Wales may be here briefly stated. The abstracts of the expenditure of 
the turnpike trusts of England and Wales, when compared with the total length 
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of turnpike roads in each year since 1864, as given in the Fourth Annual Report 
of the Local Government Board, show that the total expenditure, exclusive 
of payments on account of debt on the turnpike roads of England and 
North Wales by the turnpike trusts, varied from 31 /. 11s. 6d. to 371. 16s. 6d. 
per mile from 1865 to 1873; the average of the nine years being 351. 15s. 3d. 
per mile. This expenditure is exclusive of that part of the cost of maintaining 
the turnpike roads which has been borne by the parishes: To arrive at the true 
cost of the turnpike roads of South Wales for the purpose of comparison, it is 
necessary to add to the expenditure on the latter, as given in the same abstracts 
of expenditure, the cost of the supervision of the roads of the six counties by 
the general superintendent, by whom the annual estimates of expenditure have 
been prepared, and the accounts have been audited. Including all the expenses 
connected with the general superintendent, the total expenditure exclusive of 
debt varied during the same nine years, from 25/. 4s. 4d., to 28 1. 7s. 6d: per 
mile, the average being 26/. 3s. 8d. per mile. The outlay on repairs and im- 
provements has been ‘in each case rather more than 82 per cent. of the whole 
of the above expenditure, the remainder being made up of management, law, 
and incidental expenses. 

The South Wales turnpike roads have thus been maintained at less than three- 


| guarters of the average cost per mile of the turnpike roads of England and North 


‘Wales, and the economy is apparent equally in the outlay on the roads, and in 
the management and incidental expenses. The traffic on some of the South 
Wales turnpike roads is light, but nearly one-quarter of the whole length lies in 
the mining and manufactuxing district of Glamorgan, where the traffic is ex- 
ceptionally heavy, and there is nothing in the other circumstances of the roads 
to render their repairs less costly than the average of England and North Wales. 
The roads have been maintained in excellent order, and that this has been 
done so economically is to be ascribed to the advantages of the South Wales 
system of management, and to the care and efficiency with which that system 


hhas been administered.

LONDON, BRIGHTON, AND SOUTH COAST RAILWAY (VARIOUS 
POWERS) BILL. 


By this Bill it is proposed (among other things) to authorise the London, 
Brighton, and South Coast Railway Company, who are part owners with the 
Western of France Railway Company of a fleet.of steamers which ply between 
Newhaven, in the county of Sussex, and Dieppe, in France, to contract with the 
trustees acting under the powers of ‘‘ The Newhaven Harbour and Ouse Lower 
Navigation Act, 1847,” in the Bill called the Newhaven Harbour Trustees, for 
the transfer to the Company of Newhaven Harbour, and of all the rights, 


powers, and privileges of the trustees with relation to the same. 


The Board of Trade desire, in directing the attention of Parliament to this 
Bill, to refer especially to pages xix and xx of the Report from the Joint Select 
Committee of the Two Houses of Parliament on Railway Companies Amalgama- 
tions in 1872, on the subject of competition by sea, and of the acquisition by 
Railway Companies of Public Harbours, and to the 156th Standing Order-of 
the House of Commons. 


The Board of Trade have no evidence before them to show whai are the cir- 
cumstances which induce the trustees of Newhaven Harbour to consent to the 
proposed transfer. Newhaven Harbour is at present, no doubt, for all 
practical purposes, a ferry harbour, and chiefly used by the steamboats of the 
London, Brighton, and South Coast Railway Company ; and it is possible that 
the convenience of the ferry trafic will be promoted by the proposed change. 
On the other hand, so.long‘as the Harbour remains in even nominally indepen- 
dent hands, it would seem as if the Company might always be subject to the 
risk of competition by independent shipowners, in the event of their neglecting 
the steamboat service or raising their fares unreasonably. 


Under these circumstances, the Board of Trade think it right to call the 
attention of Parliament to the Bill, and to suggest that, having regard to the 
recommendations of the Joint Committee above referred to, the Railway Company 
should be called upon to make good their case.

QUEENBOROUGH HARBOUR BILL. 


By this Bill it is proposed to enable the Corporation of the borough of 
Queenborough, in the county of Kent, to erect and maintain buoys and lights, 
and to place and maintain moorings within the Harbour of Queenborough, the 
limits of which are defined in the Bill as extending from the King’s Ferry to 
Swale’s Spit; to make bye-laws for the regulation and use of the Harbour; to 
levy tolls; and to borrow money. 


The 9th clause of the Bill is as follows :— 


All dues, tolls, and duties demanded and taken by the Corporation 
under this Act shall be applied in payment of the interest from time to 
time due in respect of any moneys borrowed under the authority of this 
Act and owing at such times, and the balance, if any, shall be applied to 
the several purposes of this Act, or be carried to the borough fund or 
borough rate in such manner as the Corporation shall from time to time 
think fit. 


The alternative proposal that’ harbour dues levied on ships and goods carried 
in ships should be carried to the borough fund, is at variance with one of the 
principles generally adopted in modern legislation. It has, for many years, 


been usual for Parliament to provide that the amount derived from taxes on | 


shipping should be devoted to shipping purposes, and to no other purposes ; so 
that if the receipts from these sources should ever exceed the expenditure, the 
trade may get the benefit in the shape of reduction of taxation. 


The Board of Trade would, therefore, point out ‘that it is desirable to make 
provision in the Bill (1), for the strict application to shipping purposes, and to 
no other purposes, of the proceeds of the harbour dues levied by the Queen- 
borough Corporation; (2), for keeping and publishing separate accounts of 
receipt and expenditure ; and (3), for the reduction of the dues in case the 
receipts materially exceed the necessary expenditure required for the interests 
of the trade. By such provisions the trade that use this estuary will be ina 
position to satisfy themselves that they receive a commensurate benefit for the 
taxes imposed upon them.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


SOUTH EASTERN RAILWAY BILL. 


By this Bill it is proposed (among other things) to enable the South Eastern 
Railway Company to take and appropriate to the purposes of their undertaking 
certain lands in the parish and township of Folkestone, in the county of Kent, 
delineated on the deposited plans, and situated on the Kast Cliff, abutting on 
the sea shore, and extending from the Stade to the Warren. 

On the deposited plans are delineated, in addition to lands abutting on the 
sea shore, foreshore below high-water mark to the eastward of the existing 
Harbour at Folkestone, but the Bill does not appear to contain any powers for 
the acquisition of such foreshore. 


It having been stated that a large harbour at Folkestone was in contempla- 
tion, and it being obvious that a large harbour on this part of the coast is a 
a matter of national importance, the Board of Trade placed themselves in 
communication with the Company, in order that the Government might have 
full information as to what the views of the Company really are. In reply to this 
communication the Secretary to the Company writes on the Ist March 1876, 
as follows :— 


_ With reference to the Report of Captain Tyler upon the Channel, com- 
“< munication of some years ago, and referring also to the probability of an 
“‘ improvement in the Harbour of Boulogne, the directors of this Company 
“ would recommend their proprietors to enlarge the Harbour of Folkestone 
““in accordance with the plans of Sir John Hawkshaw, c.z., and Mr. 
“ Francis Brady, the Company’s engineer, which I believe were submitted 
“ some time ago to Captain Tyler. 

“In the meantime the accumulation of shingle on one side, and the 
“ orvadual washing away of Copt Point on the other, make it necessary to 
“ construct precautionary works, some of which to the westward are now 

“proceeding. The directors, therefore, seek for further power to acquire 
“ any necessary land compulsorily, as that is a condition precedent to any 
«< improvement of the harbour of a larger or any other character. 

~ Should the works at Boulogne be sanctioned by the French Govern- 
“ment, the plan for Folkestone Harbour would be at once elaborated, 
“ and submitted to the Board of Trade, and in the meantime my directors 
“ think they will have the concurrence of the Board of Trade in taking 
“ any measures which will save time and tend to the future improvement 
“ of the Channel service by enabling the use of larger steamers.” 
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The Report of Captain Tyler here referred to was made in June 1869, and 
was presented to Parliament (see Parliamentary Paper, No. 353, of Session 
1869). 

The subject of Channel Communication, and of the defence of the south- 
eastern coast, has since the date of that Report been before Parliament on more 
than one occasion, and it is clear that the construction of a large harbour 
at Folkestone is a question which requires, and should receive, careful con- 
sideration. 

As no definite powers for such construction are sought by the present Bill, 
the Board of Trade have thought it sufficient on the present occasion to call on 
the Company to insert in the Bill in Committee a clause providing that no 
works below high-water mark shall be commenced to the eastward of the existing 
Harbour of Folkestone by the Company, without the previous consent in writing 
of the Secretary of State for War and of the Board of Trade, and a clause 
saving the rights of the Crown in the foreshore and bed of the sea.

(PROVISIONAL ORDERS.) 


SESSION 1876. 


‘REPORT by the Boarp of Trape of their PRocEEDINGS under “ The 
GENERAL Pier and Harsour Act, 1861,” and “The GENERAL Prer and 
Harsour Act, 1861, AMENDMENT AcT.” 


In pursuance of the 19th Section of “The General Pier and Harbour Act, 
1861,” the Board of Trade make the following Report of their Proceedings with 
regard to applications for Provisional Orders under the above-named Acts. 


The steps to be taken by Promoters for obtaining Provisional Orders are 
specified in the Acts themselves; but with regard to objectors, the Board of 
Trade have made the following regulations, and in the case of all notices given 
ef intention to apply for a Provisional Order under the above Acts, the 
Promoters are required to publish a notice directing attention to the same :— 


“1. Any objections to the Provisional Order which it is intended to urge on 
“ the Board of Trade must be sent in to that office before the 15th of January. 
“ A copy of such objections must also be sent at the same time to the Pro- 
“moters ; and in forwarding the objections to the Board of Trade, the ob- 
* jectors, or their agents, should state that this has been done. 


** 2. The Board of Trade will entertain and consider objections founded on 
“ alleged injury to public interests, or alleged violation of admitted principles, 
*e.g., ‘ That the proposed work wili injure a public harbour,’ or ‘ That tolls are 
** “to be imposed on ships which will derive no benefit from them,’ and they 
* will not proceed with any Provisional Order to which valid objections of this 
** description are shown to exist. Objections arising out of competition, or out 
“ of opposition between local interests, they will only attempt to settle, provided 
*“ the parties are willing to abide by their decision. When the parties cannot 
*“ come to terms, the Board of Trade will not order a local inquiry, or attempt 
* to anticipate the decision of Parliamentary Committees.” 

No new regulations have been made this Session by the Board of Trade. 


The following is a statement of the applications now under the consideration 
of the Board of ‘Trade, and of the steps which have been taken with respect to 
them :—- 
1. ALDBOROUGH. | 


The Promoters are “The Aldborough Pier and Improvements Company 
(Limited),” and they apply for powers — 


1. To construct a pier with all necessary approaches, &c., commencing on 
the sea-beach, at or near the Moot Hall, and extending seaward in 
_an easterly direction for a distance of 145 yards. 


2. To borrow 10,000 /. 
3.. To levy rates.

The Draft Order provides that an annual account shall be sent to the Board 
of Trade, who are empowered to reduce the rates.

2. CATTHWATER. 


The Promoters are the Cattewater Commissioners, who by “ The Cattewater 

Harbour Order, 1874,” were incorporated and empowered to construct works 
and to levy rates on completion of the same. Tlurther particulars respecting 
the Order of 1874 will be found in Parliamentary Paper, No. 15, of Session 
1874. 
The object of the present application is to obtain amendments of tbe Order 
of 1874 in respect of the mode of electing Commissioners, the constitution of a 
quorum, and the existing provision for cesser of powers in ‘the event of the 
- works not being proceeded with. 


The Commissioners also apply for powers — i

No objections have been received to this application. , 

With respect to (1), the Board of Trade are in communication with the Pro- 
moters who, it appears, desire to appoint a harbour master ‘without delay. 
With respect to (2) the Board of Trade have intimated to the Promoters, that 
they will be unable..to, proceed with that portion of the application in its 
present shape, proposing, as it does, to levy rates upon ships which may derive 
no equivalent benefit in return; and that the only way in which they can meet . 
the views of the Promoters, will be’ by inserting a clause to the effect that when 
the works are sufficiently completed to afford benefit to shipping and the public 
_'a proportion.of the rates authorised. may be.levied. 

Subject.to amendments in this. sense the Board of ‘Trade. propose to proceed 
with the Order. 


3. COWES. 


The Promoter is William George Ward, Esq., of Weston Manor, ‘freshwater, 
‘who applies for power to levy rates at the existing Fountain Pier, at West 
Cowes, now leased to The Southampton Isle of Wight and South of England 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Company, Limited, such rates to be subject to the 
settlement of the Ward Estates. + 


Objections to the application have been‘received from—

The objections are to the following effect :— That the public have enjoyed 
for 50 years an uninterrupted right of way over the pier, which until the recent 
construction of a landing stage by the Promoter has been a free and public quay 
- and landing place ;, that.there is no definition of the area over which the Promoter 
proposes to exercise the powers for which he applies, or within which the public 
would be liable to the payment of the proposed tolls; that no provision is made 
for the user by the public af the approach to the pier, which being through 
private property might at any time be closed against them ; and that the works 
which have been constructed by the Promoter, and which are alleged to consist 
only of a floating pontoon and landing stage, do not justify the present application 
for power to levy tolls. 


The Premoter has replied by denying that the public have in time past had 
an uninterrupted right of way over the pier, &c., which he states is his private 
property. He also states that the structural character of the works in respect 
of which he is applying for certain powers, is such that there can be no 
practical difficulty as to the definition of the area within which such‘ powers 
are proposed to be exercised; that, in the event of the order being obtained, 
the provisions of the General Pier and Harbour Acts will secure the user by 
the public of the approaches to the works; that the works, in respect of which 
he desires'1o levy tolls, consist of a quay, as well: as of a pontoon and landing 
stage, and that large outiays have been from time to time incurred in the con- 
struction of those works, which have in a great measure been undertaken in 
order to meet public wants. Further, that at the other piers at which the 
Steam Packet Company touch, namely, at Southamption, Ryde, and Portsmouth, 
dues are levied for the use of those piers on the passengers travelling by the . 
steamboats. 


The questions thus raised are under the consideration of the Board of Trade,

The Draft Order provides that an annual account shall be sent to the Board 
of Trade, who are empowered to reduce the rates. 

No objections have been received to this application, and the Board of Trade 


propose, subject to a curtailment of the limits within which it is proposed that ~ 


rates shall be levied, to proceed with the Order.. 


5. LLANDUDNO. 


The Promoters are “ The Llandudno Pier Company (Limited),”’ who apply for 
powers— 


1. To construct at Llandudno a promenade, pier, and landing stage 
(with all necessary works), commencing at a point on the approach 
road to the present landing stage belonging to the London and 
North Western Railway Company, midway between the shore of 
that landing stage and the public baths, and extending seaward in 
a north-easterly direction for about 400. yards. 


2. To levy rates. 
3. To borrow 10,000 7. 


4. To purchase an existing pier and works from the London and North 
Western Railway Company. 


The estimated cost of the proposed works is 23,000 J. 

The Draft Order provides that an annual accuunt shall be sent to the Board 
of Trade, who are empowered to reduce the rates. 

In the year 1866 a Company, also called ‘ The Llandiiduo Pier Company 
(Limited),” obtained an Order conferring powers upon them very similar to those 
applied for by the present Promoters. The works have not, however, been 
commenced, and the powers conferred by the Order of 1866 have now lapsed. 

No objections have been received to this application, and the Board of Trade 
propose, subject to certain amendments, to proceed with the Order. 


6: SOUTHWOLD. 


The Promoters are “The Southwold Pier Company (Limited),” who apply 
for powers — 


1. To construct the following works :— 


A pier or jetty commencing on or near the line of the old breast- 
work or breakwater on the southern side of Gun Hill Cliff, in the 
town of Southwold, at a point about 100 yards measured along 
tie said breastwork in a southerly direction from the said cliff, 
and terminating, with a shelter or T-head, in the sea about 270 
yards south-east of the point of commencement. 


A sea wall or embankment and esplanade, commencing at or near 
the intended poiut’ of commencement of the proposed pier or 
jetty, and extending along the sea-shore in a south-westerly 
direction for about 800 yards.

3. To enable the Corporation of Southwold, the River Blyth Commis- 
sioners, and the Southwold Harbour Commissioners respectively, 
to contribute towards the works; to take shares in the Company ;

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The Draft Order provides that an annual account shall be sent to the Board 
of Trade, who are empowered to reduce the rates. 

The estimated cost of the proposed works is 20,0007. © 

Objections to the application have been made by the Mayor and Corporation 
of the Borough of Southwold, and by the two nominees of the Corporation on 
the Southwold Harbour Commission, to the effect that the land above high- 
water mark which is proposed to be acquired by the Promoters is the property 
of the Corporation, and is also at present occupied by the two nominees above 
mentioned ; that in their capacity of owners and lessees the objectors will not 
consent to part with their property and interests to the Promoters ; and that 
the power to levy rates applied for by the Promoters will interfere with the 
existing rights of the Harbour Commissioners under an Act of Parliament to 
levy duties within the Harbour and the Beach in the vicinity thereof. 

The Promoters have replied by disputing the claim of the Corporation to the 
land above high water mark proposed to be acquired, and by questioning the 
right of the nominees of the Corporation on the Harbour Commission to occupy 
such land. 

As the Provisional Order will not confer upon the Promoters power to take 
land compulsorily, the Board of Trade propose, provided that no material objec- 
tions are raised by the Harbour Commissioners, whom they have requested to 
favour them with their views on the matter, to proceed with the Order.

REPORT of the ConseRVANCY BoaRp. 


(H. 7608.) 

AuLTHouGsH the history of the proceedings ef the Harwich Harbour Conser- 
vancy Board during the past year has been more varied than in several of the 
preceding, it is satisfactory to be able to report that the works at Landguard 
continue to have the effect of improving the entrance to the harbour, and that 
the general state of the harbour is good. The copy annual report of the 
engineer (which accompanies this document) will better set forth particulars on 
both these heads, and these aftord further confirmation of the fact that the 
exercise of the Board’s powers not only for restoring the entrance to, but also 
for the general preservation of the harbour, has been highly useful in the im- 
provement of its navigation, and in the general interests of the public requiring 
the use of the harbour. - 

_ During the year ending 31st August last, the income of the Board from rates 
collected under their Acts was 1,073 1. 7s. 8d., an increase of 1351.95. 5d. 
above the sum realised from that source during the previous financial year. 
This increase may (at all events, in part) be ascribed to the difference in the 
prevailing winds and weather in these two years. ; 

The question of rates paid by the barges entering the harbour remains open 
at present ; but the Conservancy Board have given directions that a formal 
application shall be made to your Board without further delay, to re-consider 
the scale of rates affecting this class of vessels. 

Although there has been this increase of income from rates during the year 
1875, the Conservancy Board venture to recur to the observations in their last 
Report, having reference to the common practice adopted by ships and vessels 
which bring up near. to the entrance of the harbour, but outside the limits, 
thus securing’ the advantages and protection of the Board’s works, but without 
any payment whatever. ‘This often happens to so great an extent that vessels 
desirous of entering the harbour are obstructed in their approach. This isa 
subject, requiring to be dealt with, and the Conservancy Board can see no other 
mode of putting an end to the inconvenience and injustice complained of, than 
that suggested in their Report of last. year, viz., that all vessels which avail 
themselves of the Board’s works for shelter or protection, should be made to pay 
the rates equally with those vessels which enter the harbour. 

It is already within the knowledge of the Board of Trade that during the past 
year an Act. was passed incorporating a Company for making a railway from 
Ipswich to Felixstowe, and a pier into the harbour in connection with the rail- 
way. It was deemed advisable, in the interests of navigation and of the 
harbour generally, to oppose a part of this scheme, which embraced a sea wall, 
to extend some considerable length on the eastern side of the harbour and 


across the mouth of Walton Creek. This part of the scheme was deemed

objectionable by Parliament, and consequently rejected, and on the representa- 
tion of the Conservancy Board (assisted by your Bvard), provisions were in- 
serted in the Act having in view the further preservation of the harbour, and of 
the adjacent lands on Landguard Common (including Landguard Fort and 
barracks, and the valuable public property there which is in charge of the War 
Department and used for military purposes) from injury to arise from the con- 
struction of the works. 

The Conservancy Board are engaged at this time in efforts to secure the 
carrying out of these provisions by the railway company, and trust they may 
succeed without difficulty ; but in case of failure, it will be in the recollection of 
the Board of Trade that they have appointed Sir John Coode, under the,powers 
of the 6th section of the Act, as the arbitrator to settle the matters therein 
specified. Sir John Coode long since intimated his readiness to proceed in the 
arbitration, if required; but it has been resolved by the Conservancy Board to 
be undesirable to press the discharge of his functions so long as there is hope 
of a friendly adjustment. They are at present in correspondence with the rail- 
way company on the subject. | 

The Conservancy Board have further to report that the same railway and 
pier company are promoting another Bill this Session for making docks or a 
tidal basin on Landguard Common. This Bill has been under the consideration. 
of the Conservancy Board, who on all grounds deemed it necessary to refer 
the same to their solicitor, and to require his written opinion upon it. His 
report has been handed in, and he has been instructed to send a copy to your 
department that-you may be more fully informed of the views of the Conser- 
vancy Board on this Bill, which will evidently require great watchfulness, in 
order to ensure the preservation of the interests of the harbour. . 

Appended to this Report will be found the customary Annual Abstract of 
Accounts to 31st August last, and statement of estimated assets and liabilities 
to 31st December last. 

In conclusion, the Conservancy Board have to express their regret that the 
last year has deprived them of the valuable services of their late chairman, 
Admiral Sir Richard Collinson, k.c.B., &c., who for several years had presided 
over their deliberations with great advantage to the public interests and 
uniform courtesy to all. Admiral Sir Richard Collinson was the member of 
this Board appointed by the Trinity House, and on his resignation Captain 
James Bucknall Atkins was appointed by that department as a member of this 
Board,

Gentlemen, Tpswich, 31 December 1875. 

TuHERE has been but a very small outlay upon your works during the past year, arising 
mainly from the fluctuating character of the beach westward of a considerable part of 
Landguard Jetty, including the Spur Groyne, and which if closed upon and covered up on 
that side by the beach as anticipated, and has long been the case on the eastward side, 
would render any el eometate thereon cemparatively useless, and, I therefore, on your 
behalf, purposely deferred making any outlay in that direction until it could be more 
clearly seen what was actually requisite, and would be useful in the future. And, in 
furtherance of that view, I am glad in being able to state that, while during the past year 
Landguard Point has continued to recede, and the beach eastward of jetty to advance, the 
high water westward thereof has not only ceased to recede, but the beach onward (part of 
the old underwater tongue or crest of Landguard Point) has, to a considerable extent, 
closed upon the jetty, and which if continued, will soon afford sufficient protection to that 
side of the structure for all present purposes. In other respects the works, though par- 
tially infested with the teredo in common with all similar structures in and. about the 
harbour and adjacent coast, are at present generally effective, but will very soon require 


both reparations and extensions, and which I have considered and reported, ere aS

The Great Eastern Railway Company’s dredging at Harwich progresses slowly as here- 
tofore, and is mainly confined to the berthing alongside, and approaches to their present 
continental jetty, but the engineer and officers of that company have been making trial 
borings on the site of the company’s proposed continental quay off Ramsay Ray. 

The Felixstowe Pier, within the harbour, referred to in my last annual report, is 
advancing, but still incomplete, while the tramway has been supplemented by a railway 
(authorised during the last Session of Parliament from such pier to Felixstowe and 
Ipswich), the construction of which has also been considerably advanced, although the 
mode adopted in crossing Walton and Horseshoe Creeks by solid embankment has not 
been without danger to the harbour and injury for the time being to Landguard Common 
lands and other property of the War Department. This however you, in conjunction with 
the War Department, so far provided for during the progress of the Railway Bill through 
Parliament, that the company were required by Clause 6 of their Act to make and there- 
after maintain in good order such works in the embankment of the said railway as should 
be requisite for draining the land water, and soakage, if any, which might accumulate on 
the east and south sides respectively of the said embankment, but such works have not 
yet been determined on, although I have for some considerable time past been in com- 
munication with the engineer of the railway and with the War Department thereon, 

And having reference to the recent recurrence of lofty tides with bad weather, more 
articularly on the 14th and 15th November last, when nearly the whole of the Common 
fends extending to near the Ordnance Hotel at Felixstowe were under water. from a con- 
siderable breach on the harbour side between the fort and pier, and general over-running 
of the sea from partial lowering of the shores both within and without the harbour, as well 
as to the previously observed difficulty of freeing the upper parts of such and adjacent 
lands from drainage and soakage except by pumping and temporary diversion by cutting 
through the seabank next Walton Creek, 1 am of opinion that no time should be lost in 
pressing upon the attention of the proper authorities the construction of the necessary. 
works, more particularly now that the War Department has given notice to Colonel 
Tomline under the Defence Act (1862) to acquire, and has taken possession of most of 
the lands and foreshores other than those belonging to you, between Landguard Point, the 

fort and the railway. 

Notice has been given and plans deposited in connection with the Felixstowe Railway for 
an intended tidal basin of about seven acres, immediately adjacent to and northward of the 
before-mentioned pier; and on the Harwich side of the harbour some progress has been. 
made with reclaiming land rearward of the town, with the view of providing similar, but 
more extended accommodation, while the Corporation of Harwich have under their con- 
‘sideration plans for the reclamation of portions of the adjoining mud lands and the inter- 
cepting and leading their sewage thereto for treatment before being discharged into the 
harbour, either of which promises to be a considerable improvement on their ‘present 

rocess.
